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VISITED BY FURIOUS WINDS 


DEATH AND DESTRUCTION IN 
THE STORMS TRAOK. 
TERRIFIC GALES IN THIS CITY AND 
BLSEWHERE CAUSK WIDESPREAD 
LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 
Between heat, humidity, and wind yes- 





May experieneea in this city for fifteen years. 
Morning broke with the sunbeams struggling: 
throrgh a thick haze. The atmosphere-became.. 


exceedingly warm for this season of the year, . 


was the density of the moisture in the atmos- 
phere—the humidity, in other words, which 
Was 10° greater than the temperature. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning the temperature 
in the Signal Service Office on the Equitable 
Building was 68° and the humidity 78°. It-was 
down on the street level, however, where the 
great masses of the people are compelled to 
make their battle with the elements of the air, 
that the real weather record was made, At 3:30. 
o'elock the thermometer in the shade of the 


telegraph pole in front of Hudnut’s pharmacy 
in Broadway showed a fraction above 92° This 
is nearly 10° degrees above the Signal Service 
Station record, and is accounted for by the in- 
tense reflection of the sun’s rays from the 
ary, white fiagstones. This is furthermore 
the highest point reached by the thermometer 
orn any 10th of May since'1874, when the same 
instrument recorded a temperature of 94° at 
the same hour. The latter figure was also at- 
tained on May 10, 1872. But since 1874 the 
highest point reached until yesterday was in 
1880, when the record shows a temperature of 
86°. The annual average for the 10th of May 
for the last eighteen years, including yesterday, 
was 73°, and for the last fifteen years, 71°. 

At about 4 o’clock the skies became overcast 
with clouds and the temperature sensibly de- 
clined. There was a sudden rising of the winds 
and ominous mutterings of thunder. The ter- 
rific squall that burst upon the city betwee 

5 and 6 o’clock was full of curious and origina 
phases, It was somethingin the nature of a 
simoon, for there was as much sand: and 
dust in it as there was rain, and it 
was the dust and sand and rain and 
wind that played havoc with the city and 
the people. Men were blown about in the 
streets, women felldewn and others olung to 
walls and railings for protection, horses ran 
away, preps ton | heavy wagons after them and 
about as much excitement was crowded into 
half apn hour as any storm in this vicinity ever 
succeeded in arousing. 

Viewed from the windows of the lofty edito- 
rial rooms of THE TIMES, the speetacie that the 
oacoming of the storm presented was one of al- 
most appalling grandeur. Stretching in a gigan- 
tic semicircie around from the lower portion of 
Brovklyn and South Brooklyn to a point well 
up toward Weehawken was a mighty wall 


°. dun-colored dust and fine sand. A 
section of this wall seemed to shoot 
straight up from Jersey City and its 


topmost end seemed drawn up by suction to the 
clouds. Then other shafts of the same color 
shot up from Staten Island and South Brooklyn. 
Overhead the dark and rfgch dieager y elouds, 
fleeked here and there with spots of blue and 
white, formed an impressive canopy. For a 
second or two the encircling wall seemed mo- 
tionless. Then it began to move toward the 


eity. Everything that it left benind it 
was completely obseured from view. As 
the darx wal moved cityward it as- 


sumed the shape of @ monstrous caisson. 
It ewept over North River and East River and 
the lower bay, aud just before it shut out the 
marine picture from view there could be seen a 
hurried scurrying of tugs and ferryboats to get 
out of its reach. Once the water was shut out 
the progress of the wall seemed greater than 
ever, and within a minute it swept over the 
City, and down came the Jersey dust, the Staten 
Island dust, and the Brooklyn dust in swirling 
whirlwinds. 

Park-row served asa funnel, and through it 
the sand and dust-ladened storm swept with 
the terrific fury and seemingly in a hundred 
different directions. ‘he street was denecly 
crowded at the’ time, and panic for a while 
seemed to seize the crowd. Following the first 
sweeping gusts of the storm came a sharp pat- 
tering against windows, walis, and pavements 
as though heavy hailstones were pouring 
upon them. This was caused by the fine sand 
with which the air was: filled and which was 
driven along with fearful force by the gaic. 64 
Overkead the rain clouds seemed held in check 
for several minutes by the mighty rush of wind 
below. When the wind had spent much of its 
force the clouds broke, and then the downpour 
of water clearea all the dun-colorea dust and 
dirt out of the atmosphere. 

The change wrought by the rain was wonder- 
ful. It revealed the city that had been ob- 
soured for so many minutes, and the trees in 
City Hall Park seemed to have taken on two or 
three deeper shades of green. Half an hour 
later a great ribbon of crimson stretched along 
the dark bank of clouds in the west and indi- 
Gated that the sunset was not without ite visi- 
ple splendor despite the storm. Ali during the 
‘Vicious period of the bnef hurrieane the light- 
ning was leaping out of the clouds with pecu- 
liarly beautiful effect. 

Sergt. Dunn of the weather bureau said that 
he did not think the storm was entitled to be 
called a tornado or a cyclone. It was simply a 
squall, a particularly able-bodied one, but for 
all that a squall. It began to be felt in all 


its force at 5:10 o’sloek. Its general 
4 direction was from the northwest, but it 
whipped around in a variety of direc- 


tions while doing business in this city and 
vicinity. The wind attained an extreme ve- 
locity of 45 milea an hourand a maximum ve- 
locity of 35 miles an hour. This is unusually 
high for this time of year. When the gas tank 
7 in Brooklyn was blown over some months ago 
wind attained an extreme velocity of 54 miles 
an hour and a maximum velocity of 48 miles an 
hour. 

The storm scenes along Broadway and on the 
Brooklyn Bridge were aii of an exciting charac- 
ter. eople were taken unawares by the sand 
and dust, and they could scarcely see six feet 
ahead of them. A runaway team added to the 
excitement in Park-row. Fruit venders’ stande 
were overturned, and women screamed and 
stumbled along to such shelter as they could 
‘find. Sand and dust filled every store and 
apartment that was not tightly closed. The 
Astor House rotunda, far back from the street 
as that is, wae treated to u shower of dust that 
found its way in from Broadway. 

The telegraph wires suffered badly. At the 
Western Union office last night it was reported 
that the wires to the east and south were very 
gonerally down. Outof one hundred wires to 
Boston and the east only five were in first-rate 
working condition, and most of the others 
were down altogether. It was worse on 
the lines running south. Connections with 
Washington and Baltimore were badly orippled. 
The Philadelphia wires also suffered severely 
and many small points in New-Jersey were alto- 
gether cut off from communication. All large 
cities could be reached, but business was greatly 
4 delayed. At the telephone office on Cortlandt- 
street no great damage was reported. 

Policeman Jeremiah Reardon, who was on the 
ferryboat Northtield during the storm, says 
that just after the dust clouds eleared aver a 
three-masted schooner was seen off Robbin’s 
Reef with two of her masts completely carried 
away and with much of her rigging in the 
water. A small steamer tow her dewn 
toward Pert Richmond, 8. 1. The officer 
thought that she was headed dewn the bay 
when the storm carried away her masts. There 
were no indications that any one aboard had 
been injured. 

The point which seemed most exposed to the 
fury of the squall was the open espace sround 
Battery Park and frontingupon the water. Ten 
minutes before the storm struck the city, and 
while as yet its coming was heralded only by a 
distant cloud, the promenade was crowded 
with people. Gradually the cloud approached, 
and as itcame nearer most sensible people sought 
a shelter. A few nurse girls with their charges 
and several preoccupied wayfarers on the Bat- 
tery did not heed the A one danger. In 
half a minute the blinding clouds had crossed 
the river and came sweeping over the Battery 
Park. The force of the wind was terrific. Over 
went the baby carriages, their little occupants 
tumbling on the ground. The nurse girls 
grabbed them up, and then wers literally blown 
away from the spot, their clothes being almost 
torn to tatters. Men rushed to the assistance

The little Bedlow’s Island steamer Falcon, 
one of the three which rune to the Statue of 
Liberty, was eutin the worst of the blow,.and the 
half-dozen passengers on board of her were badly 
‘soared, but not hurt. The Norman L. Winter, 
another of the Bedlow’s Island line, was at ood 
sengers on board, when the storm came. The 
women all screamed and ran ashore when the 
squall hurled itself on the little island. They 
were completely panic-atricken by the darkness 
and wind, and by the noise made by the ripping 
and tearing of the steamer’s awning, which waa 
blown into shreds, 

The new tin roof of the Staten Island Ferry- 
house was ripped off in sheets by the force of 
Vhe squail But at Castle Garden the greatest 
damage was done. On the northwest side of 
the rotunde abeur one hundred feet of the 
outer edge of the roof, from which so many 
people viewed the centennial naval pv 8, 
was torn up, timbers and all, and laid back 
upon the main portion of the roof. The immi- 
grants within, of whom there was a large num- 
ver, were alarmed by the terrible noise, and the 
pena darkness which came on at once fright- 
ened them still more, but the officials managed 
to calm their fears. 


STORM INCIDENTS. 
One of the most singular results of the wind- 
storm may be seen at John F. Oarroll’s fruit 


and cigar estore, Vanderbilt-avenue and Forty- 
third-street. At5:15 one of Gurnsey & Co.’s 
express Wagons was passing on its way to the 
Grand Oentral Railroad station. The wind swept 
the vehicle, driver, and horse from the street 
clean againstthe front of Carroll’s establishment 
causing damage tothe extent of nearly $1,000. 
The driver jumped in time to escape and the 
horse was 80 frightened that he displayed sur- 
prising agility in scrambling away from the 
wreck. Two strangers got caught between the 
fiying wagon and building and were more or 
leas injured, mainly by flying French plate glass. 
They fled and had their wounds’ tem- 
orarily dressed in a near-by drug store. 
r. Carroll was standing in his satore atthe 
time wondering how he was golnog to get his 
outside stock indoors before the rain fell. When 
the unexpected crash came the wind at the 
same time gathered up his stock and whirled 16 
east and west in the most despructive fashion. 
The express Wagon wus damaged. 

Lightning at 5:30 struck and set fire to the 
two-story brick barn at One Hundred and 
Eighty-fourth-street and Sedgwiok-avenue, 
owned by the New-York Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital. he property was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $4,000, $300 being to the contents. 
Jonn Blackwood, a neweboy, while scurrying 
acress Broadway as the storm was gathering, 


street and had his right foot badly injured. He 
was taken to the Chambers-Street Hospital. 
At 5:30 a large tree, one of the landmarks of 
the east side, in front of 246 Seventh-street, 
succumbed to the tornado. It fell across the 
street, crushing a passing delivery wagon. The 
driver and horse had narrow escapes. Another 
pe rn 4 West Fifty-fourth-street was uprooted 
at 5:50. 
At 5:30 a fence infront of 612 West Forty- 
niuth-street was blown down. It struck and 
fractured the rightleg of John Gaebert, aged 
seven years, of 552 West Forty-seventh-street, 
who was hurrying along the sidewalk. The boy 
was removed to the Roosevelt Hospital. 
At 5:20, the high wind having fanned the 
smoldering ruins of the elevator fire at the foot 
ot West Sixty-second-street, they blazed up with 
alarming vigor. Some one summoned the tire 
department, but the flames soon subsided. 
During the gale two frame dwellings in 
course of construction in Jersey City were 
blown down, limbs were torn from trees, win- 
dows were brekes, and signs were carried 
away. The damage amounts to many thou- 
sands of dollars. 


WASHINGTON CUT OFF. 
Washington was cut oft altogether from di- 
rect telegraphic communication with this city 


until towards midnight. Business was sent and 
received from Washington by way of Pittsburg 
and Buftalo. Pittsburg was crippled. so that 
Buffalo had to be called upon. Pieced wires re- 
lieved the stress on the few Boston wires that 
were working. 


ON LONG ISLAND. 
Brooklyn was visited by a small-sized 
cyclone about 5:15 o’clook yesterday afternoon 
that unroofed houses aud uprooted trees and 
telegraph peles in various parts of the city. 
The blow lasted only about seven minutes, but 


during that time it was almost impossible to 
get about the streets. The dust was so thick 
that pedestrians could not see ten feet in fron 
of them. : 
As far as is known only one fatal accident 
occurred during the storm. Marry Calshaw, a 
lad of eight years, who was sitting on the pier 
at the foot of Dvok-street, was biown off into 
the water and drowned. Several boys and 
young men were near, but they could render no 
assistance. After the high wind had subsided 
@ search was mude tur young Calshaw’s body, 
but it was not recovered. The lad lived with 
his father, Thomas Calshaw, at 32 Front-street. 
Thomas Gregory of 66 Bergen-street tried to 
elose the skylight of his stable at 530 State- 
street just as the storm struck the building. 
The skylight was blown away. and Gregory 
was dragged up to the roof and half way across 
it. He received severe injuries to his face and 
hands. 

The four-story frame house in course of erec- 
tion at Van Cott and Kingsland avenues, Green- 
point, was blown down by the storm. It be- 
longed to Paul C, Grening, a local real estate 
dealer. He estimated: his loss at $1,000. No 
one was in the building at the time of the acci- 
dent. Three three-story frame houses being 
built at Bainbridge-street and Ralph-avenue 
were blown down, causing a loss of $1,500. 


Lone Istanp Crry, May 10.—The cyclone 
which swept across Long Island at 5:30 to-day 
caused much damage in this eity and vicinity. 


While the air was filled with a dense volume of 
whirling dust,buildings were blown down, piles 
of lumber scattered in all directions, and awn- 
ings, signs, &c., carried from their fastenings 
and hurled through the streets. 
The ferryboat Flushing ef the Thirty-fourth- 
Street Ferry was just approaching the slip on 
this side of the river when the whirlwind struck 
her and turned her almost completely around 
and dashed hér against one of the bulkheads. A 
Dumber of passengers, mostly ladies, were 
thrown Gown with great torce, and great ex- 
eitement prevailed for several minutes. A large 
—— of lumber stacked in the yards of the 
xport Lumber Company and Lawrence & Co. 
was blown over into Newtewn Creek. 
A coach e@ontaining three ladies returning 
from Cgivary Cemetery through Borden-avenue 
was blown into the meadows. The occupants 
escaped uninjured, but the coaeh was badly 
smashed and the horses wounded. 
A small frame building on Seventh-street, 
near Vernon-avenue, was wrecked. A high 
brick wail, about forty feet long, on the prem- 
ises of the Standard Oil Company, fell into the 
Anable Canal. All the windows on the north 
and west sides of Devve’s Canning Works were 
blown in and the skylights were carried away. 
The west ond of a building owned by Martin Bb. 
Fiynn was blown down. A number of children 
in the street were lifted from the ground and 
carried some distance, but none was injured. 

A F gersccga train standing on the'track at 
Far Rockaway was started by the wind, but the 
station agent jumped aboard and put on the 
brakes.

caused a great deal of suffering among the iron 
and glass workers, and many were compelled to 
stop work. A heavy thunderstorm, accompa- 
nied by immense hailstones, passed over this 
section about 6 o’clock in the evening, cooling 
the atmosphere very materially. During the 
storm the resi€ence of ex-County Treasurer 
James Reynolds was struck by lightning, and 
Mrs. Reynolds and a daughter were stunned by 
the shock. They remained in an unconscious 
condition for two hours, but they will recover. 
The house was not damaged to any extent. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., May 10.—At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon a terrific wind and rain storm swept 


ever this city, causing great damage. Trees, 
fences, and awnings were prostrated, chimneys 
blown down, and many buildings unroofed and 
otherwise injured. In some cases heavy metallic 
roefs were carried a distance of nearly a square. 
While the tornado was at its height, a panic 
occurred among the female operatives at the 
silk mill, and a stampede was made tor the ex- 
its.

Telegraphic communication is 
interrupted in all directions, and the extent of 
the damage in the surrounding country cannot 
be ascertained, The damage in the Lebanon 
Valley is said to be particularly heavy. The 
damage to growing crops was very severe.

Twenty-five men who were at work on a 
railroad trestle over the river at that point 
were awept off into the water, sixty feet below, 
and the wreck of the bridge fell upon some of 
them and several were killed. The others suc- 
ceeded in swimming ashore, Wires are down 
in all directions in Western Marviand, and it is 
impossible up to midnight to obtain details of 
the disaster. 


Ronboot, N. Y., May 10.—The heat at points 
along the Hudson this afternoon was intense, 


the mercury registering as high as 94°. One 
case of prostration.is reported. Between 3 and 
4 o’clock rain fell, It caused the temperature 
to cool perceptibly. Later on there was thunder 
and lightning. In portions of the Catskill 
Mountains the electrical display was vivid. 
Rain fell in torrents, and in places hailstones 
came down briskly for a few minutes. 

- LEOMINSTER, Mass., May 10.—A _ terrible 
thunderstorm passed over this town at 7 
o’clock. The lightning struck the barn of 
Deunis Wheeler, and if was burned to the 
ground. Eieven cows, one horse, one bull, and 
thirteen pigs were consumed, besides hay, tools, 
wagons, &o.

THREE THINGS ASKED OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA OAD, 
CHANGES IN RATES WHICH PITTSBURG 

DEMANDS AND WHICH, IT 18 BE- 


LIEVED, WILL SOON BE GRANTED. 
PITTsBURG, Penn, May 10.—Andrew Carne- 
gie, in an interview here to-day, predicts that 
some of the evils of discriminations in freight 
rates, about which he recently complained in 
open letters and in an address to the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature, will soon be corrected by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. He attributes the 
chief of these evils, not to President Roberts, 
but to Vice Presidents McCullough and Stew- 
art of Pittsburg, whom he arraigns very severe- 
ly. Mr. Carnegie says: 

**The Pennsylvania Railroad has veen com- 
pelled to consider the question you have noted 
—the reduction of freights between the valleys 
and Pittsburg. You have seen the reduction 
upon the rates upon coke eastward, through 
the State to Philadelphia; the recent important 
reductions made in the eastern part of tle 


State upon pig iron and raw materials general- 
ly, and upen passenger travel; the reduction 
from Pittsburg to Now-York. Very well. 

Me | attitude at present is a Waiting one. 
Mr. oberts is a very fair man,indeed. The 
trouble was to get knowledge of the situation 
at yivtabung Bionens directly to his notice, so 
as to render him resporsible for a continuance 
ofit. He has too much to do, and has trusted 
too much to Mr. MeCullough and Mr. Stewart, 
who have greatly injured the property of the 
Pennsylvania Company’s lines west of Pittsburg 
by their management.

THE EXPLANATION FOR HIS SUDDEN 
TRIP TO CANADA. 
CHICAGO, May 10.—The indications are that. 





of sufficient importance to have been murdered 
for some of his acts as a professional Irish 
“‘ patriot,” and thus account for his disappéar- 
ance last Saturday night, is a scamp who has 
run away to escape the consequences of a fatal 
criminal operation performed by him that 
evening. Cronin left his house Saturaay night 
in respense to what purported to be a summons 
to attend a man who bad been injured. He has 
not peer seen since. His friends said he was a

Woodruff says that 
late Saturday evening he was employed by one

he obtained from a barn near Lincoln Park. It 
was loaded upop his wagon by King and two 
other men, one of whom was called ‘* Doo,” 
Woodruff is positive thatthis person was Cronin.

with Woodruff, and he was directed to drive up 
through the park. Near the upper end of the 
park the trunk was epened, and from it King 
and third man, whois thought to be one Dick 
Fairburn, took a body which had been divided 
into three parts in order that it might 
he foreed into:the trunk. The body was 
wrapped in cotton batting and Woodruff sup- 

osed it to be thatofa woman. The facet that

BY ANARCHY. 

CHICAGO, May 10.—Following the example of 
Inspector Byrnes of New-York, Capt. Michaei J. 
Schaack of the Chicago police forese has written 
abeok. This product of the Captain’s brain 
deals with his experience as a police officer, 
and recounts in detail the growth of anarchy in 
Chicago, which culminated in the Haymarket 
riot and the hanging of the leaders. Its title is 
“Anarchy and Anarchists. A History of the 
Red Terror and Social Revolution in America 
and Europe.” Scattered all through the book. 
are slurs on Chief Ebersold and the detective 
department. 

ln ohapter 10 Scbaack says that it was owing 
to ‘‘ Ebersold’s stupidity” that Schnaubelt, the 
alleged bomb thrower, was released without 
examination after he had been arrested on the: 
morning following the Haymarket riot, and 
that when he sent out the Ohicago-avenue sta- 
tion detectives to arrest Schnaubelt several 
days after his release they were not allowed to: 
do so by Central Station detectives, who told 
them Schnaubelt was not wanted. Schaack ex-; 
plicitly charges Eborsolad with jealousy of the: 
praise that he, Sehaack, received for working 
up the Anarchist ease, and declares that the 
whereabouts of Parsons was known to him for’ 
weeks before he returned to the city and gave 
himself up, but that he was not-allowed to serd 
men after him. 

*“Ictw as false and malicious as Scbhaack is 
himself,” said Mr. Ebersold. now Inspeotor of 
Police, after reading Schaack’scharges. ‘*‘Thereis 
not a word of truth init. He has taken certain 
facts which occurred at that time and twisted 
them to suit his purpose. The reports he made 
ot the Anarchistic gatherings showed that they 
were about to destroy the city, murder every 
policeman and Capitalist, and institute a reign 
of terror. had advice from sources that I 
knew to be reliable that this was greatly exag- 
gerated. Schaack knew that’there were plenty 
of people in this town who were desperately 
afraid of the Anarchists, and as these people 
were mostly wealthy and constituted the sold 
part of the community he wisely thoughts it 
would be a good thing fur him if he could work 
upon their fears and by continued ‘ nagging’ 
incite the irresponsible element of his district 
to some deed of violence, and, after suppressing: 
it, come to the front and pose as the capital- 
ists’ savior. 

“Since the hanging of the, Anarchists there. 
has been no real danger, and yet he came to. 
me before I resigned the office of Superintend-' 
ent of Police and wanted me to give the 
‘groups’ on thej north side permission to, 
organize again suv that he might distinguish: 
himself in detective work.” 

The statewents of Inspector Ebersold throw 
interesting light upon the methods pursued by 
some of the police in stirring up the Anarch--~ 
ists. They contirm facts again and again pre- 
sented during the last six montDs in dispatohes 
from thie city to THE NEW-YORK TIMES, show- 
ing that the predictions of trouble with the’ 
Anarchists were made for politioal effect, and 
the hope ofthe personal glory which mignt. 
follow attacks on citizens‘who had no theught 
ee or injury to persons or prop-:

Three of the latter are now 
living—Samuel, who is seventy-two years old’ 
and resides at South River; Isaac, sixty-two, 
who lives at Middlebush, and Cornelius, sixty, 
who is a resident of New-Brunswick. All are 
hale and hearty. One of them follows his 
father’s trade, that of a shoemaker. 

Johu Cavalier celebrated the one hundred 
and first anniversary of his birth on April 15. 
He bad been ill several days before, and after 
that be grew rapidly worse. He will be buried 
hereon Sunday.

GALVESTON PRESENTING ITS CLAIMS

GALVESTON, Texas, May 10.—The Board of 
United States Engineers which is here under 
Governmental appointment to make an in- 
vestigation of the Texas coast for the 
purpose of recommending to Congress such 
point or points upon this coast as are 
most avaiiadle for the location of a first-clase 
harbor held a public session here to-day for 
the purpose of hearing suggestions. Major Os- 
‘wald H. Ernst, United States Engineer in chargé 
of the Government work on the Texas coast, 
was in attendance, as well as Capt. R. B. 











Talfor, in charge of the engineer- 
ing work along Buffalo Bayou. George 
W. Kidd, Secretary of the Houston 


Cotton Exchange and Board of Trade, and 8. 
K. Diok of the Inman Company at Houston, 
Were present on behalf of the Houston Cotton 


Exchange and Board of Trade. Congressman 
Charies Stewart of Houston was also presept. 
Owing to the indisposition of two members 
of the board Col. Roberts, the Chairman of 
the commission, was the only member present. 

Col. Walthr Grabam, as spokesman for the 
Galveston Committee, gave the total tonnage of 
‘freight handled by the railroads of Texas, and 
showea the vast amount of money that would 
be saved to the people of Texas and contribating 
States and Territories by having an accessible 
deep-water port upon the coast, He showed 
that the people of Texas were being taxed an- 
nually, owing to the absence of port facilities, 
an amount which inthe aggregate would far 
exceed the cost of establishing a deep-water 
harbor. 

He contended that the Government engineers, 
their selection, should be guided not 
only by the cost of establishing a first-class 
port, but should be governed as well by the ac- 
cessibility of the point selected. Of the 8,000 
Miles of railroads in Texas nearly all of it 

ad been constructed with reftreace to Galves- 
ton as the ocean outlet for the vast territory, 
not only of Texas, but of the contiguous 
States and Territories northwest of it The 


establishment of a port at any point 
along the coast other than Galveston 
would make necessary the building of 


branches from the trunk lines already con- 
structed, which would make Sabine Pass abont 
sixty-four miles further and Aransas Passa 
about 64 miles further and Aransas Pass 200 
miles further by rail from the agricultural sec- 
tion of the State than Galveston, and this in- 
creased distance would impose an increased 
burden upon the commerce of Texas. ; 

a. we presented a statement showing 
the commerce of Galveston, and how Intimate- 
. ly connected were the business interests of 
Galveston and Housten, which are connested not 
‘only by the lines of railroad but by Buffale 
Bayou, a navigable stream, with an average 
depth of about nine feet of water. This depta 
was capable of being increased as necessity | 
should demand. With deep water at Galveston 
that waterway would give Houston an outlet 
to the sea, independent of Galveston and with- 
out her having to pay any tribute whatever tc 
that city.

FIREMEN’S LIVES 





IN PERIL. 





THEY ARE RESCUED AFTER A TERRIBLE 
FIGHT, BUT THREE MAY DIE. 
CINCINNATI, Ohic, May 10.—Shortly before 6 
o'clock this afternoon an alarm called the 
the entire Fire Department te the harness and 
collar factory of Grossman, Gouvion & Co, The 
fire was in the room devoted to the stuff- 
ing of collars with straw, and many 


bales of the inflammable stuff were 
around. The fire was intensely hot and the 
smoke dense. The flames eut off the escape of a 
score of workmen on the second floor, and the 
firemen, anxious to save life and property, 
rushed into the burning building. 

In a moment one of the wildest scenes “| 
inable occurred. One of the policemen fell, 
overcome by the smoke. His companions rusned 
to his rescue, and their accumulated weight 
orushed the floor through, and haif a dozen men: 
feli to the floor below, among them Capt. Moses 
of Company No. 4. 

The crowd outside seeing the accident through 
the windows, seat up a shout of horror, and 
every stream of water was poured on the spot, 
while a score of firemen broke through the 
smoke after the fallen ones. Some of the res- 
cuers returned bearing unconseious burdens, 
while others succumbed to the heat and smoke 
and lost consciousness, 

Another squad rushed in and broughtoat more 
of the victims, ‘This continued until thirteen 
uneonscious firemen lay on the ground. All 
were speedily revived and only two, Capt. 
Moses of Company 4, and Capt. Milt Campbell, 
were dangerously hurt. The former may die. 
By this time the fire was nearly out but a dozen 
of the workmen were still unconscious in the 
pbuilding. Firemen went 10 their rescue and 
after another hard struggle got all out. 

Ben Hughes of Newport, Ky., was taken home 
dying, and Henry Fosdick of Sixth-street is 
supposed to be fatally hurt. . 

S80 many unconscious men at a fire was never 
known in this city, and the report spread 
quickly that a dozen were dead. The city 
physicians were brought post-haste to the 
spot, but all will recover except the three 
named, though several of them will be laid up 
for months, , 








A SMASH-UP ON THE ERIE. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 10.—The New-Eng- 
land fast freight train from Boston going west 
over the Erie Road met with an accident this 
morning near Guymard station, eleven miles 
west of here. The train had broken in two, and 
“the rear portion had come to a standstill, when 
it was run into at high speed by a freight train 
that was following it, of which last train J. 
Early was conductor and George Cowan en- 
gineer. The foree of the collision wrecked ten 
freight cars and the caboose of the New-Eng- 
land train, and Engine No. 613 and three cars 
of the following train. Two of the train men 
were dangerously hurt. Lovi Thorn, conductor 
of the New-England train, was in his caboose 
when the collision occurred, and had one foot 
and ankle smashed so that amputation will be 
necessary. Engineer Cowan of the colliding 
locemotive suffered cuts and bruises on the 
head and dangerous internal injuries. Both 
men have families. and were taken to their 
homes in Port Jervis. It is reported that the 
disaster was due to Engineer Cowan’s neglect 
to heed the cautionary electric signais which 
warned him of danger ahead. 








FORCED TO ASK FOR AID. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 10.—A feeble, gray- 
haired woman yesterday asked and obtained 
assistance at the Mayor’s oiflice. Her manner 


was refined, indicating she had seen better 
days. Her name is Fanny M. Aeymour. She 
was once quite well known in New-York as a 
newspaper contributor and writer of short 
sketches and stories for the weeklies. One of 
her sensational novels, “A Mother's Curse,” 
achieved considerable popularity. After lying 
for months in a Cincinnati hospital she came to 
California, where she eked out a miserable life 
by selling trinkets.

HE USES THE OHANOK THE

A MESSAGE ON THE NECESSITY OF 
RAPID TRANSIT—-THE DEMAND FOR 
THE REMOVAL OF ANDREWS, 


ALBANY, May 10.—Gov. Hill this morning 
grasped thé opportunity to put bimself once 
more on record as the ‘‘champion’’ of the inter- 
ests of the city of New-York. Itis well known 
tliat the Governor is never actuated in taking a 
veld er aggressive step by any other motive 
than politics, He conjectured that this was a fine 
occasion for him again to lecture the Legis- 
lature for its remissuess in treating the Rapid- 
Transit bill He well knew that the Legislature 
has néver acted upon any recommendations 
that he has madé in the four annual messages 
and the innumerable special messages he has 
geht to it. Following so close upon his action 


on the deal bill, the Governor's course whis 
morning is regarded purely as the act of a poli- 
tician whe expects to derive some personal 
benefit from the transaction. Nobody for an 
insiant believes in his sincerity. 

The message was along one, and, upder cover 
of » motion to have it printed, Mr. Sheehan 
asked unanimous censent that the Sénate 
Rapid-Transit bill be read Monday night. 
Dir, MeAdam of Oneida, a hayseed,’ ob- 
jected. Mr. Sheehan then moved to _ dis- 
eharge the House Railroad Committee from 
the consideration of the bill, put was defeated 
by the objection of Mr. Kimball, Chairman of 
the Railroad Committee, another hayseed, from 
St. Lawrence County.

To the Legislature : ; 

The necessity for providing some relieffor New- 
York City in the matter of rapid transit is the 
pressing question of the hour. i'he importance of 
Lhe subject cannot be overestimated. Every citizen 
OF that city understands and appreciates the situa- 
Lion andis looking to the Legislature for pronipt 
and wise action. Itis the greatest clby on tue con- 
Linent, vut ite prosperity, progress, and develep- 
ment are hampered and restricted by insuliicieut 
and inadequate means of travel. 

The proviem ef rapid transit cannot be solved 
without legislative action. Mere inaction is a de- 
nial oi relici, and the citizens of New-York, withoat 
distinetion of party, implore the Legislature net to 
retuse tuem the required legisletion. 

The loca! authorities of the city, with great care 
end entire unanimity, prepared a general aud eorp- 
prehensive measure Which has come vw. be known 
ns the “Dlayor’s Rapid-lrausit bill,” which was 
long since introduced in the J.egislature. Jt met 
with vigorous and unexpected opposition In the 
Senate, but, after much delay, finally passed that 
pody and is now pending in the Assembiy. It isa 
measure which is not claimed to ve periect, but it 
zaust be conceded that it is reasonably tree trom 
objection aud is believed to be sufficient to accom- 
plish the purpose desired. lt is admitted to be an 
honest Measure. 1t has no entanglipg alliance with 
auy private or corporate schemes, but has been 
iramed absolutely in the public interest and is sup- 
ported by all reputable newspapers in New-York 
City and favored by nearly every representative in 
the Legislature from thatcity. There is no good 
reason why it shouid not be enacted. 

Vhe business interests of Now-York City, the 
voice of the best citizens, the sentimentsof all 
classes having no private interests to subserve, 
unite in requesting favorable consideration, The 
bili can be beaten in Various ways, by invoking ob- 
struction, by parliamentary tricks and devices, by 
persistently delaying its progress, by refusing to 
advance it, aud by the insertion of Vicious and ob- 
jectionabie ainendments, ostensibly designed to 
perfect it, but really intended to defeat it by in- 
eumberiug and identifying 10 with adverse and in- 
consistent personal, private, and corporate schemes 
ot doubtiul propriety.

Those who are notfor this meritorious measure 
are against it.

From the very beginning of the ceiling 
scandal it was suspected and charged in so 
many words that one reason why the Repub-

sting of Gov. Hill, Lient, Gov. Jones, and 
Cole to discuse What should be done 


with Andrews. The Governor opposed any 
hasty action and suggested that it would be 
well to wait until all the testimony was in and 
the report of the committee made. What that 
committee proposed to report was so well known 
‘Tuesday that another meeting of the trustees 
was called at tho suggestion of Lieut. Gov. 
Jones and held in Gov. Hill’s room at the Gapi- 
tol. All thtee officerd# were present. Lietit. 
Gov. Jones expressed himself omphf&tioally in 
favor of Audrews’s immediate removal. He 
declared it was a disgrace to the State to allow 
him to continue in office. Speaker Cole moved 
to lay Lieut. Gov. Jones’s motion on the table 
and this courso was adopted, Gov. Hill and 
Speaker Cole voting forit and Lieut. Gov. Jones 
voting alone against it. 

The sentiment here is almost unanimous in 
favor of Andrews’s removal. His rege by 
Gov. Hill oannot be explained oh any otber 
ground than that the man is in possession 
of valuable information which it is not de- 
sirable fer the public toknow. The Legislat- 
ure will adjourn ngxt week, and it may be 
that Chairman Fish will band in a resolut 
on Monday night demanding that the Capitol 
Trustees shall remové Andrews forthwith. 

In an interview to-night with THE TimEs’s 
correspondent Speaker Cole said that there 
seethon to be a wrong impression abroad regard- 
ing bia action at the meeting of the Capitol 
Trustees Wednesday. “Lieut. Goy. Jones,’ he 
continued, “suggested at the meeting that Mr. 
Andrews shoulda be remove from his position 
as Superintendent of Public Buildings at once, 
This seemed to me haraly fair 9 the committes 
appointed by the Assembly to investigate the 
whole ceiling trouble, and { told the other two 
Trustees that, as [ haa positive knowl- 
edge that Mr. Fish and his assogiates 
would make their report the following 
day, I would move that Mr. Jones’s suggestion 
lie on the table untli that report was made. 
This I did in simple justice to the committee, 
and in order that we might see what its report 
had to gay as to Mr. Andrewe’s connestion with 
the untortunate affair, I wish it distinctly un- 
derstood that the motion was made by me with 
nO purpose of protecting Andrews, fer tere 16 
no doubt in my mind, and, indeed, there hag not 
been for some time, as to the advisability of his 
removal. Gov. Hill agreed with me that it was 
best to leave the matter in abeyance for a few 
days, particularly ag he had not yet made up 
his mind whom he should appoint to Mr, An- 
drews’s position. After some little further con- 
versation we agreed to meet again next Tues- 
day, when the matter will be definitely settled 
and Andrews dismissed.’’’ 

“Do you know, Mr. Cole, who is likely to be 
appointed to the office?” 

“No, I have not the slightest idea, but, as far 
as Iam personally concerned, I hope with all 
my heart that some man will be appointed liv- 
ing as faraway as possible from Atbany and 
having ho acquaintance with Sullivan, Snaith, 
or any of the rest of the gang who in the past 
have had to do with that ‘monumental fraud,’ 
the Capitei.” 

It is stated on good authorify that the Gov- 
ernor Will appoint an Elmita man as Suaperin- 
tendent of Public Buildings in Mr. Andrews’s 
stead, although Lieut. Gov. Jones has 8 candidate 
Hiving in Alvany for whem he will use every 
etfors to secure the position. 


THE SENATE. 
It has been an interesting day in the Sen- 
ate, and in spite of the almost overwhelming 
heat a good deal of important werk has been 
accomplished. The chief event was the discus- 
sion over the Rhodes Anti-Bucket-Shop bill, 


which took up almost the entire seasion. The 
epponents to this measure, although few in 
bumber, wade up in verbosity what they lacked 
1p soundness of argument. 

It is beginning tolook as if the Legislature 
would not be sbie to adjourn on the 16th after 
aii, for, though most of the bills of importance 
have already gone to the Governor, there are a 
great many upimportant bills left, which the 
gentlemen haying them in charge will make a 
desperate effort to get through. In the Senate 
there are about one hundred bills of this enar- 
acter on order of third reading aud in the As- 
sembly nearly four bundred. 

Senator Grady began the debate on the 
Rhodes bill by moving that it be rescommitted 
to the Judiciary Coumittee. “This bill,” he 
said, “is an attempt on the part of the big 
tish in Wall-etreet to gobble up their little 
brothers. I ask thatit go back to the commit- 
tec in order that they may be given an oppor- 
tunity todevise some pian for the iegitimate 
eae fee and selling of stock. No distinction in 
my opinion shonid be made betweun the differ- 
ent Varieties of the genus gambler, When it 
comes to people of this character no distinc- 
tion should be made Detween the mau who be- 
longs to the Steck Exchahge and charges 4, 
percent. commission, and the man with the 
little shop around the corner who has not the 
same secial position or wealth and who 
charges 1-32 ner cent.” 

Judge Robertson said that he hoped the mo- 
tion to recemmit wouid got prevail. It was so 
late in the session that it would surely jeopard- 
ize the bill. “The bucket shops,” he continued, 
“result in more suicides and send to State 
prisen more men than does any other one single 
thing that I know of.” 

Benutor Raines interrupted with the quesion, 
** Will the Senator from the Twel!th [Robertson] 
tell us what a bucket shopis and how it does 
business }”’ 

“Certainly,” was the reply. “I will read 
from the decision of Judges Brady and Daniels 
of the Genera! Term, S8uprewe Court of New- 
York, regarding the whole matter,” This he 
proceedéd to do, “There is no law,’ added 
oir. Robertson, “‘to suppress this business, 
which ruins the lives of hundreds of peeple 
each year. As govc citizens and Senators we 
Ought to do what we can to remedy and destroy 
this palpable evil. This bill may not be per- 
fect, but it is a long step in the right direction.” 
Mr. Grady continued his remarks in oppo- 
sition to the bill with a long dissertation on the 
methods employed in doing business in Wall- 
street, in which the words ‘puts and calls,” 
**margins,” “broken markets,”’ ‘* corners,” and 
“futures” were freely sprinkled, He said, among 
other things, that the bill would abolish ** puts 
and Gails.”’ 

Sepator Sloan thought this was not a half bad 

idea and if that was all the bill would do he 
would vote for it. 
Mr. Grady said that if theissuing of “ puts 
and calls” was what was meant by bucket 
shops, then Daniel Drew and otber wen of his 
ilk were bueket-shop keepers of the worst sort, 
He declared that the bill was meant to crowd 
out all the small men in the business, but not to 
interfere with any ouber sort of gambling. If 
the bucket sbops were wiped out of existence 
the stock, exchanges should receive the sume 
treatment. “If the history of the great mill- 
ionaires of our country should be examined,” 
he swd, “it would be found that they have 
ruined more men, caused more suicides, and 
made more orphans than have the bucket shops, 
This pretense of morality is all a sham. You 
dare not pass a law which would injure the 
interests of the men who are really most at 
fault. ‘The Legislature should meet the situa- 
tion and enact a law which should prevent men 
from selling that which they have not, and 
from buying that for which they cannot pay.” 

The Speaker then wished to amend by insert- 

ing the words “or for the purchase or sale on a 
murgin of avy bonds, stock, or commodities of 
any description whatsoever” after the word 
chapter in the first section of the bili, which 
reaus, *‘any corporation or association, or 4ny 
copartnersbip or individual, who shgli keep a 
room or other place for gambling or for an 
purpese, orin any manner forbidden by this 
ast, is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
Senators Cantor and Kellogg opposed this 
amendment, saying that if it were adopted the 
bill would be useless. The former said that he 
favored the bill just as it had come from the 
Assembly. ‘he bucket shops made no pretense 
whatseever of delivering stocks,getting, in most 
eases, their quotations trom the Stock Ex- 
changes by illegitimate means. They carried on 
a gambling game which was no different in prin- 
ciple from the placing of money on the turn of 
a vcard. 

Senator Vedder here came to the rescue of 
Grady, who had thus far been doing all the 
talking against the bill. He said the business 
of the bucket shops was Garried on in the same 
way as in the Steck Exchanges. ‘I have tried 
both and ought to know something about it.” 
He then explained at length the differences be- 
tween the two methods of operation. His argu- 
ments were all strongly in favor of the bucket- 
shop system. The only difference to him was 
that the so-called reputable Wall-street brokers 
sheared their lambs closer than did the shops. 
The bill, in his opinion, was in the interest of a 
vast monopoly. 

The Grady amendment was then voted upon 
and lost, 19 to 6, Senators Coggeshall, Erwin, 
Grady, Langbein, Vedder, and Worth voting in 
its favor. 

Senator Vedder offered another amendment 
which provided that no broker or commission 
merchant should loan any stock held by him as 
collateral unless he had the written censent of 
the owner. This failed by a vote of 17 to 6. 
He likewise moved that the clause providing 
that the act should not affect the Ives poo) law 
be stricken out. This was also lost, 16 to 2. 
The bill was then passed by the foilowing vote 
after the motion to recommit had been lost:

LONpON, May 10.—In the House of Commons 
this evening Sir Miohael Hiéks-Beach, President 
of the Board of Trade, replying to questions by 
Bir Wiiliam Vernon Harcourt, said that the 
United States Government would bé absolutely 
debarred by their own interpretation of the 
“most favored nation’ clause from pleading 
that clause as a bar to the operation of the 
sugar bounties convention against themselves. 

Sir William insisted upon knowing whether 
the Goverment had definitely ascertained that 
the Government at Washington.acquiesced in this 
interpretation. Sir Michael said that a repre- 
sentative of America, although not taking part 
in the sugar bounties conference, was present 
at the deliberations, and that the American 
Government had in no way signified its oppo- 
sition to the interpretation. sir William de- 
sired a more definite assurance, but Sir Michael 
declined to altér his answer. 

The proceedings before the Parnell Commis- 
sion to-day were of ah uuinteresting nature and 
the testimony elicited nothing of importance.

GERMANY’S GREAT STRIKE. 

BERLIN, May 10.~There was an encounter 
near Brackel, Westphalia, to-day between the 
troops and strikers. A large body of the latter 
had gathered and were becoming disorderly, 
when they were ordered todisperse by the of- 
ficer in command of the military. The strikers 
refused to obey the order. After warning them 
of the consequences that would follow if they 
persisted in their refusal, and no attention be- 
ing paid to the warning, the oflicers ordered the 
soldiers to fire on the strikers. Three of the 
miners were killed and several were wounded. 

Acting under the instructions of the Council 
of Ministers, held in this city yesterday, the 
Governor of Westphalia will preside at a meet- 
ing of the mine owners whicn is to be hela to- 
morrow to discuss means for the settlement of 
the troubles between the miners and mine 
owners, r 

The miners at Mulheim and Duisberg have 
joined in the strike. The President of West- 
phalia and Herr Herrfurth, Prussian Minister 
of the Interior, huve arrived at Dortmund to 
attend the conference which will be held to- 
‘morrow. The miners’ delegates at Bochum 
have abandoned their demand for an increase 
of wages, but still insist upon a reduction of 
honrs. The Krupps have issued a notice to the 
men in the Hanover mine, protesting against 
the illegal action of the miners, who, they suy, 
are guiity of breach of contract.

M’LAUGHLIN AND TERRA COTTA REIN- 
STATED AT NASHVILLE. 

NASHVILLE, May 10,—After the first raee at 
the West Side track to-day Gen. W. H. Jackson, 
one of the presiding judges, announced to the 
people present that Jockey Jamés McLaughlin 
and the horse Terra Cotta, who were ruled off 
the track yesterday because the horse was 
pulled in the Rock City Handicap, had been re- 
instated. The General stated that yesterday's 
action in declaring all bets off and punishing 
horse and jockey seemed to be the only 
course open to the judges, as it was plain 
that Terra Ovotta was pulled. A complete in- 
vestigation showed, however, that the horso

antalene would win. That fact, coupled with 
McLaughblin’s good character, absolute honesty 
and integrity in tne past, had induced the olub 
to reinstate him and to exonerate him and the 
proprietors of the stable from any intention to 
defraud the public. The horses were also re- 
instated and second money was awarded to 
Santalene and third to Terra Cotta. The de- 
cision was received with cheers, particularly 
the reference. to McLaughlin’s previous gvod 
character. So ends one of the most unfort- 
unaté incidents of the racing season, and one

OBITUARY NOTES. 

John Ponder Saulsbury, Secretary of Stato for 
Delaware, died yesterday at his home in Doyer. He 
had been ill since his return from the New-York 
centennial celebration. He was the eldest son of 
Chaneellor Willard Saulsbary, who was United 
tates Senator from Delaware during the war. Sec- 
retary Saulsbury was born at Georgetown, Aug. 27, 
1853. He studied Jaw with bis father, and in 1877 
opened an oftics in Dever. Subsequently he was as- 
ociated with nis cousin, Joha F. Saulsbury, in pub- 
ishing the Dover Delawarean. He was appointed 
Secretary of State by Gov. Biggs on the accession 
of the latter in January, 1887. 
Miss Polly Hunt, a daughter of Walter Hunt, 
who after a long litigation in the courts established 
his clalm to be an original inventor of the sewing 
machine, died suddeniy at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon in Brooklyn. Miss Hunt was practically 
penniless at the time of her death, although it is 
claimed by her relatives that a large sum of money 
has been due them from the sewing machine com- 
bination on account of her isther’s inventions for 
many years. 
Col. Robert H. Taylor, one of the best-known and 
oldest Repablicans of Texas, died at his residence, 
one mile west of Bonham, last evening. He served 
through the Mexican war in the capacity ef 
Colonel, and was an active fighter in the late war of 
the rebellion. His dying request was that his body 
be wrapped in the Ufited States flag.

ARGUING FOR NEW DOTIBS. 

The vexed question of the tariff on 
worsteds and woolens was up for a hearing be- 
fore Collector Erhardt yesterday. Appraiser 
Cooper, Naval Officer Burt, Deputy Naval 
Officer Comstock, Deputy Collector McClelland, 
and other officials were present. 

8. H. Hinds headed the importers who are 
anxious that worsted goods be raised to the 
standard of woolen goods in point of duty. They 
say that since the present tariff was arranged 
worsteds have been so much improved that the 
tariff upon them should be as high as the tariff 
on woolens. All woolen cloths not over 
80 cents a pound, pay a duty of 365 cents 
a@ pound and 35 per cent. ad valgrem. On the 
four classes of wersted goods the duty is 10 
cents and 35 per cent. ad valorem, 12 cente 
and $35 per cent. ad valorem, 18 cents and 35 
per cent. ad valorem, and 24 cents and 85 per 
cent. ad valorem. The advocates of the change 


urged that some worsteds bring much better 
prices here than woolens.

AVILS 10 BE RKEMEDIED. 


EDWARD EVERETT HALE FINDS PLENTY 
* OF FAULTS IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 

Edward Everett Hale deiivered a lecture 
on the public school question last night at the 
Berkeley Lyceum under the auspices of the 
Public Education Society. Prof, J. 8 New- 
berry, President of the society, introduced Dr. 
Hale, who spoke extemporancously and ina 
conversational style. 

He said he believed the mechanism of the 
public schools was bad. He had no partioular 
system of schools in mind, for all that he knew 
about the New-York schools was, compara- 
tively, to their advantage. He was much afraid 


that ia dealing with the mechanism of public 
schools people wero forgetting that the business 
of the schovl was to make men and women. 

Dr. Hall said that he was a firm believer in 
haif-time schools, Tae prevailing system, he 
said, required the whole time of the boy; 16 
tixed the breakfast, dinner, and supper hour 
for the family; 1t prehibited the lad from going 
on errands, even to the butcher's; it also fixed 
the responsibility for the intellectual, moral, 
and pbysical cultivation of the boy upen the 
public school. Daniel Webster, like Sir Walter 

Raieigh ana Sir Philip Sydney, was trained to 
read and tell the truth and tight the devil thir- 
teen weeks in Winter and 10 weeks in Summer, 
and people were not dving much better now. 
New-York was spending princely sums in edu- 
cation, and what did she get forit? Boys lett 
schoolon the average.at the age of twelve 
years and nine mouths, This showed that the 
average parent believed that bis son could be 
better prepared for life in the butchers’ shops, 
biacksmithe’ shops, dry-goods stores, and offices 
in which they were to spend their lives than In 
the public achoois. 

Home ties, he said, wero broken by the pre- 
Vaillng system, which takes the entire time of 
the child to the exelusion of those associations 
which everybody appreciates so much is the 
abstract. Tie boy was made a part of thea 
machine, and the moral effeet upen the boy was 
bad. He was cut off from the home organiza- 
tion hy the system insp large a measure that 
he never felt any interesi in its affairs, 

Dr. Hall sugeested that there was no objection 
to keeping the school open fifty-two weeks in 
the year for the Superintendent and teachers, 
but he would divide the school emidren up into 
two brigades, A and B. We would iet Brigade 
A go to scenvol fifteen weeks from Sopt. 1 and 
then Brigade B for fifteen weeks; then Brigade 
A should go ten weeks and then Brigade B ten 
weeks. This would give the teachers two 
weeks’ vacation in the year, which was all they 
apparentiy desired. If the schools must be 
kept open for forty-six weeks he knew of no 
better system than that of New-York. But it 
should be extended so as to include teach- 
ing in ah those domestic arts that 
under the present system are neglected. 
The truce system would require that the achol- 
ars should be taught how to learn, and not 
were facts; that bome lessons should be ahol- 
ished—a boy should not be seen in the street 
with a book under his arm. The marking sys- 
tem and exumination system should ve abol- 
ished, and, finally, the parent8 sbould not be 
deprived of the oRpertentey nor relieved of the 
responsibility of looking aiter the religious and 
moral training of their children. 


HIGH TARIFF MEANS SLAVERY. 

Ex-Judge Geerge A. Yeaman of Kentucky, 
who was United States Minister to Denmark 
trom 1865 to 1870, and who is now practieing 
law in this city, read @ paper last night on 
“Tariff Reform; Its Friends and Foes,” before 
the Reform Club. Among those who listened 
to his arguments wers ex-Goy. Chamberlain, 
Horace White, ex-Senator Jameson of New- 
Hampshire, R. G. Monroe, and E. J. Donnell, 
who tntroduced tha speaker. 

Mr. Yeaman, after briefly sammarizing argu- 
ments already advanced in favor of tariff re- 
form, took the ground that they set forth the 
least of the objections to the policy now dom- 
inant. The system opposed by tariff reformers 
was really a moditied form of human slavery. 
A law that took away a part of the wages of a 
laborer and gave it to another was to that ex- 
tent a law establishing and upholding human 
Slavery. A lew thap took from one man the in- 
oreased price or cost of supporting himself and 
family aod put that increased cost into the 
pocket of another gave to the favored one a 
legai right toa part of the wages of the one 
rubbed. ‘That,’ gaid Mr. Yeaman, ‘is slavery. 
Tn history the Republican Party will have the 
credit of abolishing black slavery on this conti- 
nent. It remains for the Democratic rary to 
abolish white slavery On this centinent. hen 
the account will be balanced.”

Nobody will object to John Bull’s pos- 
sessing himself of that little group of islets 
in latitude 13° 20 south and longitude 
163° 30’ west over which the commander 
of the Rapid has just hoisted his flag. The 
fact is that many of the islands in the 
neighborhood of this Suwarrow group have 
already passed under the control of Great 
Britain, so that these might as well follow 
them. In former days they were among 
the unconsidered trifles of the great Pacific, 
but the gobbling up of the chief morsels 
has new left little but crumbs to satisfy 
hunger for land. The Suwarrow group lies 
due east of Samoa and northwest of the 
Society Islands, rather nearer the former 
than the latter. Among their neighbors, 
also, are the Cook Islands. This part of 
Polynesia-is the one to which the attention 
of our country would have been directed 
had it been our policy to acquire distant 
islands, and, in fact, some geographers 
speak of the various little archipelagoes 
north of the Suwarrow group as ‘ Ameri- 
can”; but our Gevernment left others to 
sctamble for them, and John Bull has his 
full share. 





The defeat of Chief Busnrri by Capt. 
WISSMANN is an important step toward the 
restoration of German authority in East 
Africa. Busurri is the most prominent 
leader of the insurgents who have been 
capturing the European stations and hold- 
ing missionaries and others for ransom. 
Capt. WISSMANN seems to have made his 
advance with characteristic German thor- 
oughness of preparation. He was along 
time in getting to Zanzibar and in forming 
his project, but he took care first of all to 
outnumber the forces ef the native chief 
with acombined force of German sailors and 
black auxiliaries, and his superior arms did 
the rest. While the conduct of the German 
colonial authorities has been severely and 
no doubt justly criticised, on the ground 
of its carelessness of native rights, yet the 
cause of civilization is ‘connected with the 
restoration of order and the overthrow 
of the slave-dealing insurrectionary ele- 
ment. Besides, when peace is once se- 
cured, other important results may be 
looked for, including the dispatch of an 
Emin relief expedition and-some contem- 
plated explorations of geographical inter- 
est. 





GOVERNOR HILL’S REBUKE TO THE 
REPUBLICANS. 


When Satan rebukes Sin, Sin has good 
cause to feel more than usually ashamed of 
itself. So when _Davip B. H1Lu administers 
a deserved reproof to the Republican Party 
the party ought soberly to ask into what 
sort of repute it has come, and what 
decent people must think of it. Twice or 
thrice before since H1iLL has been in the 
Executive chair the Republicans at Albany 
have put themselves in a position to be 
lectured to by him on the duty of honest and 
straightforward actien. By their shameful 
treatment of the Mayor’s Rapid-Transit bill 
they have again exposed their well-fur- 
rowed backs to his lash, and in the special 
message he sent to the Legislature yester- 
day he lays on the whip with a severity 
that would make them eringe were hea 
better example of righteousness or they less 
toughened in vice. 

The truthfulness of the charges which 
Gov. HILL brings against them is in nowise 
impaired by the fact that he was at first a 
collusive and then an obstructive partner 
in the corrupt *‘ deal” in which the fate of 
the Rapid-Transit bill was involved. It is 
entirely true, as the Governor says in his 
message, that the Mayor’s Rapid-Transit 
bill is a proper and urgently-needed meas- 
ure. It is a general bill prepared by the 
local authorities, and, as the Governor 
points out, is supported by every reputable 
newspaper in {the city and by public senti- 
ment. That the demand for new rapid- 
transit roads has become the most 
pressing need of the city is known to 
every one of its inhabitants. Five years 
ago the traffic had outgrown the proper 
carrying capacity ef the elevated roads. 
The lack of additional facilities not only 
puts the citizens ot New-York to serious 
daily incenvenience, but it checks the 
grewth of the city to the nerthward, di- 
minishes the value of its real estate, and so 
directly adds to the burden of taxation by 
preventing the natural increase of the 
assessed valuation upon which it is based. 
Yet & measure of this kind, demanded and 
supported by everybody in the city whose 
opinion is worth having, is selected by the 
Republicans of the Legislature as an in- 
strument for extorting political blackmail.

racy, and of decent public opinion without 
regard to party, vetoed the bills to divide 
the patronage ef the Park and Police De- 
‘partments between the Republicans and 
Tammany Hall. These bills had been 
rushed through the Legislature in accord- 
ance with the terms of a bargain between 
the Tammany. leaders and Gov. Hill 
‘on one side, and the Republicans on 
the other. Had the Governor signed 
‘these bills, the Rapid-Transit bill 
would have doubtless passed at once. 
But the Republicans of the Assembly, 
cheated of their expected share of the fruits 
of the deal, revenged themselves for the 
betrayal of their interests by consigning 
the Rapid-Transit bill to the Railroad Com- 
mittee, from whose hands they refused by 
votes taken on Thursday and yesterday to 
recall it for consideration. Gov. Hut, 
with a cynical indifference to what may be 
said of his own readiness to engage in polit- 


justice and propriety, alludes to the general 
understanding “that this measure cannot 
‘be passed unless some concession of a polit- 
ical character shall accompany it.” That 
is precisely what the Republicans are wait- 
ing for. With an impudence not now for 
the first time manifested they say to the 
Democrats and in effect to the people of 
New-York City: ‘‘ Make us an offer, gen- 
tlemen. Our terms are rather high, but if 
you want rapid transit you will have to 
pay our price !” 

Nobody who has come much in contact 
with the Republican legislator, partic- 
ularly with the country member, is ig- 
norant of the fact that political considera- 
tions lie uppermost in his mind. ‘* What 
éffect will it have en our party down your 
way ?” is always his first question when his 
support is asked for any measure relating 
to the city.

There are 270,000 voters in the city. It is 
now largely Democratic, but it can be 
made more 60. But five of the twenty-four 
Assembly Districts—the Seventh, Eighth, 
Eleventh, Thirteenth, and Twenty-first— 
are now represented at Albany by 
Republicans. A change of 3,000 votes 
rightly distributed among these dis- 
tricts would make every one of 
them Democratic; and if the city’s 
anger were roused to that pitch and mani- 
fested itself in that way, it would make its 
influence felt also throughout the State. A 
change in the political complexion of the 
Legislature as a result of the Republican 
juggling with the Rapid-Transit bill is by 
no means beyond the range of possibility.

A CURIOUS CHANGE OF OPINION. 


Since the Senate Committee on General 
Laws submitted its first report concerning 
Trusts and similar cembinations, on March 
6, 1888, the views of the majority of the 
committee have undergone a curious but 
not inexplicable change. We published 
yesterday an abstract of the majerity’s 
secend and final report. It will cause no 
alarm or anxiety in the camp of the Trust- 
makers, for it sets forth many of the argu- 
ments used by these persons themselves, 
and while,it recommends that there shall 
be no new legislation relating to the sub- 
ject until the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals in the Sugar Trust case shall have 
been rendered, it really discourages any 
attempt.at any time to restrain the greed 
of ‘‘combines” by statute law. We quote 
a few passages to show how the majority’s 
views have been modified: 

“It would seem reasonable to conclude that 
phenomena of such wide development in the 
world of trade must be the result of a natural 
law, which, while is might be advantageous to 
the people to subject to reasonable artificial 
restraint, still exists, like all natural law, for 
some useful purpese, and thatits total destruc- 
tion, even if such result could be brought about 
by laws of our making, a fact which is extreme- 
ly doubtful, instead of contributing to the pub- 
lic welfare, would be the greatest of public calami- 
ties. 

“The history of the Copper Trust or Syndi- 
cate, the Sugar Trust, the Standard: Oil Trust, 
the American Cotton Oil Trust, the combina- 
tion of railroads to fix the rates of freight and 
passenger transportation, all prove beyond ques- 
tion or dispute that combination grows out of 
andisa natural development of competition, 
and that in many oases 1t is the only means left 
to the eompetitors to eseape absolute ruin. 

“It (the Trust} is not of necessity a monopoly 
nor inconsistent with the public advantage 
within certain reasonable limitations. 

“The new elements on which the principle of 
combination seizes are balanced and offset by 
other and, if possible, more powerful forces of 
modern civilization, and as a general rule 
society may rely upon these opposing elements 
and compensations to keep the peace between 
it and the conflicting interests and influences of 
the world of trade, no matter how great these 
intorests and {nfluences may be. 

““The more that is known of Trusts the less 
they are feared. Itis a crowing sentiment that 
the evils of which they are the cause are short- 
lived, 

“Of all combinations those which manu- 
facture or dealin what are ealled the necessi- 
ties of life are least to be feared, for the sourees 
of such products are world-wide, are in a con- 
stant case of activity, and cannot be controlled 
or even affected for any length of time by cap- 
ital, however large.” 


The report ef March 6, 1888, was made 
after the committee had substantially com- 
pleted its inquiry concerning the léading 
combinations to which its attention had 
been direeted. It was aceompanied by

“However different the influences which 
gave rise to these combinations in each particu- 
lar ease may be, the main purpose, Manage- 
ment, and effect of all upon the public is the 
same, to wit: The aggregation of capital, the 
power of controlling the manufacture and out- 
put of various necessary commodities, the 
acquisition or destruction of sompetitive prop- 
erties, all leading to the final and conclusive 
purposes of annihilating competition and 
enabling the industries represented in the 
combination to fix the price at which they 
would purehase the raw material from the 
producer, and at which they would sell tne 
‘refined product to the consumer, In any 
event the public at eachend of the industry 
(the producer and consumer) is, and is intended 
tobe in acertain sense, at the merey of the 
syndicate, combination, or Trust. é 

“It (The. Milk Exchange, Limited] is a mo- 
nopoly of the worst sort. 

“This [the Standard Oil Trust] is the original 
Trust. It is the type of a system that has 
spread like a disease through the commercial 
system of this country. The people may well 
look with.apprehension at such rapid develop- 
mentand centralization of wealth, wholly inde- 
pendent of legal control, and anxiously seek 
out means to modify, if not to prevent, the nai- 
ural consequences of the device producing it. 

“The people of this State have become alarmed 
atthe constantly-growing power of railroad, 
Pipe-line, telegraph, and other corporations, 
and the ease and boldness with which the great 
and powerful destroys or assimilates its weaker 
competitive neighbor, common carrier, or 
manufacturer, , has become the scandal of the 
age. The end, tf not the purpose of every combi- 
nation, is to destroy competition and leave the: 
people subject to the rule of a monopoly. 

“The Standard Oil and other Trusts have 
grown by means like these, and the little combi- 
nations that fill every avenue of trade, and in 
like ways carry out the same purpose on a 
smaller scale, vex the people and levy their re- 
lentless toli on the pint of milk, the pound of 
meat, and even on the loaf of bread. And for 
these evils what is the remedy ? 


“‘A wise people will always find a remedy con- 
sistent with its own prosperity for every great 
vice of the State. And in this case capital should 
be subjected to the rule of which it has always 
claimed to be the strongest advocate, that no 
combination or conspiracy should be tolerated in 
the State which would interfere directly or in- 
directly with the exercise of the boldest competition 
in every industry and calling. Your committee 
will at an early day report a bill which will, if 
it becomes a law, modify, if it does not prevent, 
the greater evils complained of.” 


To what causes shall we attribute the 
change that a year has wrought in the 
opinions of Messrs. FRANK B. ARNOLD, 
EUGENE F. O’Connor, HENRY J. Coc- 
GESHALL, and EpwarRpD C. WALKER, who 
signed the report of March 6, 1888, and 
also the majority report submitted on 
Thursday last? The work of the commit- 
tee on which the first report was based was 
done some months before the beginning of 
the national political campaign, and the 
report was generally in accord with the 
testimony taken. The committee was au- 
thorized to continue its inquiry, but in the 
Summer and Fall ef 1888 the Republican 
majority of it discovered that the testi- 
mony that had been taken had become 
useful in the hands of those who de- 
sired a reduction of the tariff. They 
learned that the party leaders were 
looking to wealthy and powerful 
combinations of protected manufacturers 
for large pecuniary contributions to be 
used in managing “blocks of five.” In 
August Mr. BLAINE proclaimed that Trusts 
were merely “private affairs,” with which 
neither the chief magistrate nor any private 
citizen had any ‘right te interfere.” They 
saw a Democratic organization in this city 
in behalf of the people urging a Demo- 
cratic Attorney General to proceed in the 
courts against the Sugar Trust, and the 
Attorney General consenting. They sought 
the advice of THomas C. PLATT, and then 
the taking of testimony was discontinued. 
A member of the Democratic minority 
made vigorous protest against the closing 
of the inquiry by repeated adjournments, 
And here it should be noted that in his 
letter of Sept. 10 to Senator Ivxes the 
Chairman, Senator ARNOLD, showed that 
he had not fully divested his mind of an 
impression that Trusts were an evil, for he 
spoke of certain “most formidable and 
dangerous Trust combinatiens,” and de- 
‘scribed the Sugar Trust as ‘‘ that greedy 
monopoly which takes toll from every 
spoonful ef sugar which sweetens the poor 
man’s coffee.” In reply Senator IvEs wrote: 
“JT predict that your party will never in- 
jure Trusts. I apprehend that this investi- 
gation will be, as it has been since that 
Saturday night, a kid-glove prosecution.” 

At the beginning of the national cam-. 
paign, and for the reasons that have been 
mentioned, with others that may occur to 
the reader, the majority of the committee 
‘began to experience that curious change of 
opinions that is now exhibited in the final 
report. They saw that it was inexpedient 
to offend the protected rings out of which 
the “ fat” was to be fried. They saw that 
the relation existing between certain com- 
bimations and the tariff could not be con- 
cealed. They were unwilling to annoy the 
combinations that their “great leader’ was 
trying te conciliate, or to give to the public 
additional arguments with which his asser- 
tions might be assailed. They perceived 
that a local Democratic organization and a 
Democratic State officer were gaining the 
credit of enforcing against a great Trust 
the laws that, by their own admission, this 
Trust had vielated. It is unfortunate that 
the two reports must appear in separate 
pamphlets. They should be. published in 
one volume, side by side.

THE PLEA OF IGNORANCE. 


An Omaha Republican paper remarks that 
“it is not at all probable that the President 
knew anything about VANDERVOORT, or 
had even heard of him,” and insists that 
the Nebraska members of Congress should 
be held responsible for the man’s appoint- 
ment because they labored to put him into 
the public service and have succeeded in 
“humiliating the State before the coun- 
try.” 

The truth is that VANDERVOORT was 
not an obscure person when he was dis- 
missed by Postmaster General GRESHAM 
for having been absent from his post 
265 working days inf one year and for 
ether acts that proved his unfitness. Nor 
has he been in retirement since that 
time. He was Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and immediately 
after his dismissal he sought to use the in- 
fluence of the Grand Army to procure his 
restoration. The case was one of consider- 
able notoriety, and we cannot believe that 
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Mr. GRESHAM was his only formidable 
political rival in Indiana. After VaNpDER- 
voorrT failed to re-enter the Postal:Service 
he became associated with THurs- 
TON, now President of the Repub- 
lican League, in varieus political and 
other labors in the neighborhood of the 
Nebraska Legislature. At the Chicago 
Convention he was a prominent and untir- 
ing worker, striving to prevent the nomina- 
tion of the man who had removed him frem 
office. It was well known to the repre- 
sentatives of Mr. HARRISON that he was so 
engaged. Moreover, for several weeks 
before his recent appointment he was 
an applicant for the office of Super- 
intendent ef the Railway Mail Service, 
and as a candidate for that place his quali- 
fications and history must have been 
brought to Mr. Harrison’s attention. 

But if it be true that the President had 
never heard of him, it will not be asserted 
that he is still ignerant of the man’s noto- 
rious record, and he has no good excuse 
for retaining him in the public service.

THE CRUISER CHARLESTON. 

Although the Charleston is the third of 
the war vessels constructed by the late Ad- 
ministration, and the novelty of success is 
thus somewhat worn away, yet for several 
reasons her trial trip possesses a special in- 
terest and importance. Of her two prede- 
cessors one was classed only as a heavy 
gunboat and the other asa pneumatic tor- 
pedo vessel for harbor defense. The York- 
town is of only about 1,700 tons displace- 
ment, and the Vesuvius of about half as 
much, while the Charleston is of 3,730 tons. 
The Yorktown’s engines develop about 
8,650 horse power, while those ot the 
Charleston are guaranteed to produce 7,000 
horse power under forced draught, and 
have been confidently expected to reach 
double the Yorktown’s power. The 
armament of the Charleston will exceed 
that of the Yorkiown by two eight-inch 
guns, the highest calibre as yet actually in- 
troduced into our war vessels. Thus a great 
interest is lent to the trials of the Charles- 
ton, it being evident that if she should 
come up to her centract speed there need be. 
no anxiety as to the remaining cruisers of: 
the new fleet now under construction. 

A second source of interest in the Charles- 
ton isthat she is the first war vessel ever 
built on the Pacific coast. With the ex- 
ception of the crank and two shafts made 
by Krupp at Essen, all the steel used in 
her isof demestic manufacture. The beams, 
outside plating for the hull, and plates for 
the protective deck were made at Pittsburg, 
but the pistons and other forgings for the 
engines, the frames, and all the steel cast- 
ings for the hull and engines came from the 
Pacific Rolling Mills of San Francisco. 
These include such castings as a sternpost 
weighing 11,130 pounds, a stem weighing 
13,430, and a rudder frame weighing 9,420. 
While the Charleston is the pioneer in ship- 
building for the Government on the Pacific 
coast, the still larger cruiser San Francisco 
is now under construction by the samefirm, 
the Union Iron Works, and lately the con- 
tract for the coast-defense monitor has also 
been given to it. 

The great advance in construction indi- 
cated by this vessel isshown by the fact that 
whereas in the Atlanta the contractor only 
guaranteed, with 664 tons of machinery, 
to produce 3,500 horse power, in the Charles- 
ton the guarantee is with 710 tons of ma- 
chinery to produce 7,000 horse power. In 
other words, the guarantee in the former 
case was to produce a little over 5 horse 
pewer per ton of machinery, while in the 
latter it is to produce nearly 10 horse power 
per ton of machinery. Originally the 
Charleston was meant to carry in her main 
battery two ten-inch guns and six six-inch, 
which would have been an equivalent of 
the battery of the British-built Japanese 
vessel of which she is acopy. But finally 
eight-inch guns were substituted for the 
ten-inch, so that she is now to carry only 


‘the same battery as that of the Boston and 


the Atlanta, which are of about 700 tons 
less displacement. The Chicago carries a 
still heavier battery, consisting of four 
eight-inch and six six-inch guns. But all 
things considered, the battery of the Charles- 
ton is no doubt as heavy as she needs, some 
of the new English vesselsfinding that they 
have gone too far in this respect. At all 
events, in the Charleston the new navy has 
a vessel of the highest engine power yet 
reached by it, the Chicago only develeping 
a little over 5,000 horse power, and she is 
surpassed only by the Chicago in effensive 
strength. 

With the Dolphin, the Atlanta, the Boston, 
the Chicago, the Yorktown, the Charleston, 
and the Peitrel, soon to be joined by the 
Baltimore, our fleet of steel cruisers is rapid- 
ly taking on numbers and efficiency. 








INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 


By far the most important fact brought 
out by the sessions in this city of the Com- 
mittee on Inter-State Commerce is that 
nobody concerned desires the repeal of the 
law creating the commission. When the law 
was passsed it was assailed both by the rail- 
roads and by the mercantile community as 
an attempt to interfere with the laws of 
trade. The support which it received and 
which compelled its enactment came from 
what is known to politicians as ‘‘the Granger 
element.” 

Now, undoubtedly, in general, the way 
to get any public service done most cheap- 
ly and satisfactorily is to open it to com- 
petition. There is an exceptien to this 
when the public service is one done under 
public authority, and it arises from the 
tendeney of the officials to whom the super- 
vision of the work is intrusted to represent 
their own interests instead of the interests 
of their constituents. But for this it would 
be as unnecessary to stipulate that public 
work shall go to the lowest bidder as it is 
to enact such a stipulation in the case of 
private work. But in transactions that are 
effected by men who represent their own 
interests unrestricted competition produces 
the best results. 

The exceptien to this rule in the case of 


railreads is twofold. In the first place, as. 


to its local business, a railroad is not a com- 
petitive agency at all, but inits naturea 
monopoly. All States have so far recog- 
nized this truth as to puta limit upon the 
fares that could be charged to passengers,

and many States so as to regulate the rates 
of freight. In the next place, the cendition 
that prevailed before the inter-State law 
was enacted as to business properly compet- 
itive was not very far from being one of free 
competition. The railroads had of their own 
motion created an elaborate machinery to 
mitigate competition and to convert it into 
combination. Whatever gloss may be put 
upor the pooling arrangement that was im 
vogue before the passage of the law, this 
was its gist and purpose, and, so far as it 
was successful, this was its result. The 
cutting of rates was esteemed a kind of 
crime against the guild of corporations. 
Curiously enough, it was very seldom 
the strong roads, those that could 
afford to do business cheaper than 
their rivals, that resorted to this 
practice and offered the people the 
benefit of their facilities. It was the weak 
roads which could not offer the public any 
solid or durable advantage, and which gen- 
erally cut rates by way of enforcing their 
claim to a larger share in the division of 
the spoil. Through all this the competitive 
principie did indeed exert an influence, but 

the result of the arrangement was extremely 
unsatisfactory to the commercial public, 

and it now seems that it was little more so 

to the railroads themselves. 

It is very significant that nobody urges 
the repeal of the law. The railroad mon 
who have been examined by the committee 
have every right te speak for the business 
of transportation. Mr. Smirn, the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, who 
yesterday made a statement to the commit- 
tee, has an equally clear right to represent 
the merchants and skippers. That from 
neither side comes any demand for the 
repeal of the law, considering the cir- 
cumstances that attended its passage, 
is @ very remarkable tribute to its 
effectiveness. Nobody wishes to revert to 
the system of pooling tempered by rate cut- 
ting that prevailed before. When the ship- 
pers and the railroad men unite, therefore, 
in opposing particular provisions of a meas- 
ure which they generally approve, the pre- 
sumption that the prevision ought te be re- 
pealed or modified is much stronger than it 
would beif they expressed dissatisfaction 
with the whole law. Mr. SmiTH, on behalf 
of the shippers, protested against the rigid 
enforcement of the long and short haul 
clause and against the total prohibition of 
pooling. Regarding the former, he de- 
clared and cited figures that went to 
show that it had endangered our export 
trade, and had stimulated dangerous com- 
petition in other quarters of the globe. 
Whether this be true or not, it is easy to 
conceive that it might be true, and it will 
be admitted that this is a risk that the 
country should not be forced to run. The 
beneficence of a law like this depends 
wholly upon its faithful and competent 
execution. A very large discretion must 
necessarily be committed to the persons in- 
trusted with its enforcement. It is worth 
considering very seriously whether any 
harm would be likely to result from en- 
larging the discretion ef the commission so 
as to permit them to waive or to modify 
provisions of the law, the literal enforce- 
ment of which, according to the testimony 
of those most competent to judge, and 
judging from different points of view, may 
be dangerous or oppressive. 








THEN AND NOW. 

The contribution of the current Mr. 
GOUVERNEUR MorRIs to what he is pleased 
to call “‘the case of the Bishops vs. the 
United States” shows that he has inherited 
not a little of the cynicism and some of the 
wit of his grandfather, but that the pewer 
and even passion for clear reasoning, and 
the peculiar soundness of taste that char- 
acterized that gentleman have apparently 
been a little damaged in transmission. 

The original GOUVERNEUR MORRIS, we are 
quite sure, would have had no desire and 
experienced no need for setting up a manof 
atraw to throw down instead of attacking 
the ostensible antagonist. But the present 
GOUVERNEUR Morris certainly does that 
when he exposes with a relish a little too 
obvious ithe evidence of greater obscenity 
in the generation to which his grandfather 
belonged than would now betolerated. It 
is easy enough to get evidence on that 
point. Recently-published writings, both 
letters and diaries, betray a certain shame- 
lessness as to matters of this sort that is 
not indulged newadays in correspondence, 
and, we assume, not in private journals. 
The shamelessness is not less—it even seems 
a little more—deep-seated because expressed 
in very elegant English er in French nearly 
as elegant. 

Nor does it help Mr. Morris much to 
show that the party spirit of that day 
was more violent than that of the pres- 
ent. He seems quite unconscious that that 
fact lessens the value of the testimony of 
even his respected grandfather as to the 
character of his contemporaries. It is not 
surprising that after his struggle with mis- 
taken or invented questiens Mr. MorRRIsS 
finds himself at the close compelled to be 
content with the unsupported assertion 
that ‘with the office seekers” WasHINGTON 
“would have done what every President 
since his time has done,” “put in eflice, as 
he did, a good selection of his personal 
friends and a few of his relatives, and show 
the rest of the boys politely to the door.” 
To accept this statement one would have 
te feel as profound a confidence in Mr. 
Morris’s personal authority as he feels 
himself, which is obviously too much to 
ask of the multitudes who have not the 
felicity of knowing him as well as he 
knows himself. 


POLITICS IN NORTH DAROTA, 
BISMARCK, Dakota, May 10.—A view of the 
political field of North Dakota at this time re- 
veals the fact that the coming convention will 
bein the main harmonious. The men selected 
thus far to formulate a Constitution are from 
the best element, and the result is that, with a 


very few exceptions, personal feeling has deen 
laid aside for once for the good of the general 


cause. 

It is evident that the farmers will bein the 
Majority in the North Dakota Cenvention, and 
it 18 asserted that an effort will be made to have 
@ clause in the Constitution exempting all culti- 
vated lands absolutely from taxation in North 
Dakota. It is also preposed by the friends of 
the single-tax theory to submit a separate 
clause to the vote of the people, with the Con- 
stitution, exempting all personai property from 
taxation. This measure is pular among a 
large class of farmera, who think it would bot 
be # dad idea to oxempt all their live steok from 
the burden of taxation. Itis believed some

ART NOTES. 


4 statue which creatéd a sensation in Boston 
has beena week in New-York without recognition 
principally because of the out-of-the-way place 
in which itstands. It is “The Boxer,” by John 
Donoghue, a nude lis$ of heroic size stand- 
ing in @ quiet but intensely alert position, with, 
fists elinched and arms a little away from the 
torso, looking intently under his eyebrows, as 
if his —aewene were already before him. This 
Fealistic ideal figure gained some notoriety be- 
cause it was known that Jebn L, Sullivan 
stoed as model for it. Tne artistie qualities, 
however, are far too great for the class of men 
to whom Sullivan is an object of sdmiration, for 
they ask for a statue with knots of muscle 
standing out all over, and an attitude that ex- 
presses the act of slugging, not a suggestion 
that slugging may result. ‘There is some- 
thing lowering in the face; this does not 
appeal to such persons when shown ia the 
arts. They want to see their man with his chin 
high, fists up, and @ great show of muscular 
cleverness in all parts of the body. Connois- 
seurs, on the other hand, are repellea from 
“The Boxer’ because it has become connected 
in their minds with a noted pugilist. So be- 
tween the two the sculptor gets little aympathy. 
Neverthelegs the statue has rare qualities, as 
is the case with most of Mr. Donoghue’s work 
when he feels the su = ag strongly. The legs 
are beautifully modeled, and the way the neck 
muscles set the head up is extremely natural, 
if not. classieal in appearance. The weakest 
point is the left hand and arm, which are 
ourved in a natural enough way, as if ready 
to defend or attack; but the curve lacks grace. 
The statue is such a one a6 an athletic club 
with proper space for such a decoration ought 
to be glad to secure. It is still in plaster and is 
on exhibition at Kirk’s, 9 Warren-street.

FORECLOSURE OF STATE LANDS. 
Sr. Pau, Minn., May 10.—State Auditor 
Braden yesterday consuited Attorney General 
Clapp with reference to the new law relating to 
the foreclosure of landf and the refunding of 
moneys paid at tax sales. A large number of 
Eastern capitalists are interested in the matter. 
The case in question was the first one to coms 


up under this law, and the points involved were 
of sucha nature that a legal authority was 
necessary. 

Under the old law, when State lands were 
sold and the parties failed to pay the taxes on 
tnem the lands were sold at adelinquent tax 
sale. 1f the party to whom the lands were 
sold afterward closed up the deal and secured 
the title, the party then holding the tax certifi- 
cate lost the amount paid, as well as the inter- 
est. This being obviotsly unjust, the last Legis- 
lature enacted a law to refund to such parties 
the moneys paid, but without interest. 

In the case which came up before Auditor 

Braden a party had bought some of these State 
lands, and the sale was made in such &@ manner 
that a question arose as to whether State lands 
on which sales had not been closed up were fore- 
closed before they were resold. Under the new 
law the Attorney General held that they were 
forfeited, but the holder of the tax certificate 
may get them by paying up all charges. 
This decision will probably change the owner- 
snip of a number of parcels ef State lands 
whieh had not been taken up properly and 
which are now forfeited to the State.

THB APOSTLE OF THE LEPERS. 


VOLUNTEERS TO ¥ILL FATHER DAMI- 


EN’s PLACE, 

The work of Father Damien, whose death 
was recorded yesterday, will not die with him. 
Already the Rev. Father Wendolin Moellers of 
Belgium is on his way to Molokai, where Father 
Conrardy has assumed the burden to which 
Father Damien, for years past, had beer tied. 
Since 1886 Father Conrardy has been perform- 
ing the work begun by Father Damien. He, too, 
is a Belgian, about thirty-five years of age. He 
was ordained for the mission of Oregon, and in 


that aréhdiocese labored for several years until 
the sacrifices of his countryman inspired his 
emulation. His unassuming ways and self- 
denial made him a favorite in Oregon and many 
were the efforts made to dissuade him trom his 
purpose. 

At Kalawoa, where Father Damien died and 
Father Conrady labors, there are yet no 
assistants, but at a place called Kakatoo, about 
atmile from the business part of Honolulu, 
there 1s @ branch hospital, originally intended 
to be a place where persons suspected of being 
leprous were to be kept for examination. This 
hospital is in charge of seven Sisters of Charity, 
who left Syracuse, N. Y., in 1883. Owing to the 
burden imposed on Father Damien they have 
lately taken charge of the female patients, and 
in the branch hospital there are Cases as Dad as 
any in Kalawoa. p 

Miss Nellie Flavin, a Liverpool girl, however, 
is the only woman who has yet volunteered to 
labor in the dreaded spot at Kalawoa conse- 
crated by the work of “the apostie of the 
lepers.” She passed through New-York several 
weeks ago, and her presence became known 
through the action of the Custom House au- 
thorities, who seized the vestments she had 
brought for the use of Father Damien. She re- 
fused to speak about nerself, and many were of 
the opinion that her story was a subterfuge to 
obtain free admission of the vestments. They 
Were shipped to San Francisco to be given to 
her at her departure from that port, and her 
English friends hada brief sketch of her life 
published as an answer to the charge of the 
Custom House authorities. _ 

The Liverpool Catholic Times, just to hand, 
tells who she ie: 

“‘Nellie Flavin is highly accomplished, well edn. 
oated, and very well known in many wellinformed 
Catholic circles in Liverpool, Thoroughly taught 
at thé boarding school ot the Faithful Companions 
of Jesus, Dee House, Chester, she became a daily 
governess, some time after leaving school, to the 
family ot Mr. Pierce, Beaver Mouse, Linnet-iane, 
Sefton Park, Liverpool, and remained in that family 
until 1886, when she left for London to undergo 
there a course of hospital training. Miss Nellie 
rlavin is @ brilliant pianiste, and is of an amiabie, 
energetic, and resolute disposition. She has broken 
many strong ties to devote her lite to the service of 
God’s most afflicted creatures, and has left behind 
her a mother, sister, and brother, as wellas many 
triends, holding her in their heart o7 hearts.” 

To Father Conrardy the world will now direct 
its attention. Everywhere funds are being col- 
lected and goods gathered to ship to Molokai. 
Father Callaghan of Castle Garden has just 
sent a consixnment of linen and is receiving 
contributions of that character. ‘‘ lam now in 
the hands of God,” wrote Father Damien’s suc- 
cessor recently to one of his benefactors. 

“If I become a leper the-good St. Peter no 
doubt will let me pass all the easier when my hour 
comes, Sometimes, when Il am kneeling by the 
side of a poor leper, from whom exhales an odor 
that would put the most courageous to flight, I 
often think lam doing a little of my purgatory. 
What do you think? Regularly every week a small 
steamer makes it appearance here, and very early 
in the morning announces by the loud biowing of its 
whistle that lepers have been Janaed. Then those 
who cau hurry to theshore. Often we find our new- 
comers soakiug wet throngh. Now again begin the 
cries and tears, for one seer here the meeting again 
ot a husband and wife, or a wile seeing her husband 
among them; sometimes a child seeing its father 
or mother. They take the names of the new arrivals 
and every one sets out to finda lodging. Although 
I am nota leper, I could not leave here to go to any 
other of these islands without a proper certificate 
frem the Boaml of Health.

GRAIN {N OGONNEOCTIOUDT. 
NORWICH, Conn., May 10.—According to com- 
putations made by the statisticiam of the Agri- 
cultural Department, the average condition of 
Winter grain in Connecticut is much lower than 
prevailed at the same period last year. The 
percentages are as follows: Wheat, 87 this 


year, against 92 last, and rye, 86 this year, 
against 95 last. In Litchfield County the con- 
dition of the erops generally is below the aver- 
axe. The plant on high ground in Fairfield is 
healthy, but on low lands it is somewhat dam- 
aged by freezing. A lack of snow and alternate 
freezing and thawing have very much reduced 
the prospect for a good crop in Hartford, while 
that of New-London County has also been simi- 
larly affected. On the other hand, the average 
condition of the different classes of farm ani- 
mals is-high, the percentage being as follows: 
Horses, 99; cattle, 99; sheep, 99, and swine, 98. 
Out of a total of 50,369 horses, 806 were lest 
during the past year; of 241,993 cattle, 4,356; 
ef 47,321 sheep, 1,181, and of 61,776 swine, 
865. This is the best showing of live stock 
that the State has ever made,

SOUTHERN OUTRAGES OF A NEW KIND. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 19.—‘* White Capism” has 
broken out in Mitehell County. A family named 
Nix, living a few miles from Canllla, were 
visited afortnight ago by a band of marauders 
who took Nix and his wife and three daughters 


into the yard and subjected them to a most 
cruel beating. Two men who were visiting 
Nix were likewise treated, after having fought 
desperately. 

Friday night Henry Butler was visited by the 
same band. He was taken into his yard and 
beaten with a trace chain until he was uncon- 
scious. Butler is very old and has great-grand- 
children who fought for the Confederacy. His 
son was horribly beaten. 

Anna Adams, who lived near Butler’s, was 
pulled from her bed and horribly beaten with a 
trace chain. She has been illifor a long time, 
and may die as a result of her cruel treatment. 
She was warned to leave the county in ten days. 

The whole county isin a terrible state of ex- 
citement. Several people in the southern per- 
tion of the county have been notified to leave, 
and timid ones are doing so. Some of the par- 
ties to the outrages have been identified, and 
measures are being taken to effect their arrest. 

There is great indignation and itis doubtful 
if the frenzied citizens will permit the law to 
take its course if the guilty} ones are located 
beyond a doubt.

THE COUNTRY’S CROPS. 


THE OUTLOOK IS PROMISING FOR AN 


INCREASED YIELD. 

St. Paut, Minn., May 10.—Information col- 
lected from the most authentic sources regard- 
ing the present outlook for the wheat crops of 
1889 shows that rain has fallen since Monday 
in some portion of the Northwest and in many 
places showers have fallen nearly every day. 
The hard wheat belt has fared better than any 
other section, perhaps because it was most 
needed there and in the North, where the heavy 


winds necessitated reseeding, the rains came as 
the seed blown out had about all been replaced. 

In the vicinity of Mayville, Traill County, 
Dakota, there have been storms ot wind. The 
Worst storm was on afarm of 1,200 acres, which 
had 900 aeres reseeded. Four heavy wind- 
storms are said to have visited this section. 
This is where rain was first reported for the 
Northern Territory. Grand Forks,in the ad- 
joining county, reports showers almost daily. 
In some sections of the northern counties More 
rain will be needed, but no injury from drought 
will follow for a week or ten days, and in many 
localities the ground has been sutiiciently moist- 
ened to insure a heaithy start to the wheat 
plant. 

According to the daily reports received at the 

office of the Manitoba Road, there is not a single 
station of any of their branches or divisions 
that has not been the recipient of at least one 
good shower within the last ten days. Bianch- 
ard and Mayville, from which some complaints 
were received by officials of the Northern Pa- 
cific Road night before last of an insufficient 
rainfall, were sprinkled again within thirty-six 
hours. While the dry condition of the ground 
readily absorbed the water, and at many points 
along the line it could have taken more than 
teil, all danger from lack of rain is removed for 
the present. , 
With wet indications, 1t is probable that the 
Reports 
seem to agree that the plant has taken deep 
root, which promises a hardy growth. In seme 
portiona dry, warm winds are reported, buta 
majority of points report cool and cloudy 
weather since the rains. Along the line or the 
St. Louis Road rains have fallen during the last 
three days, but they are generally light show- 
ers and more would be welcomed at once. This 
is especially true west of Miriam Junction, light 
showers being reported east of that point ves- 
terday. The country through which this line 
runs was not suffering so much as the country 
to the northward, heavy rains having fallen 
but a few weeks ago, though the nerth is, per- 
ni now ina better position to stand a dry 
spell. 


DetTRoIT, Mich... May 10.—The Michigan 
monthly crop report of 808 correspondents 
shows the amount of Winter-killed to be in- 


significant. The condition May 1 was 90 per 
cent, in the Southern counties, 97 in the central, 
and 100 in the Northerp. One year ago it was 
65, 67, and 90 per cent., respectively. Since 
the above date, however, the crops have suf- 
fered seriously from crought. 

The condition ef the ground in the Southern 
counties will be understood if it is considered 
that in the four menths, May to Auguot, im- 


‘mediately preeeding the wheat sowing of last 


Fall, the rainfall was more than four incbes 
less thap normal, while from September to this 
date the rain and melted snow was 7.03 inches 
less than normal. In other words, the rainfall 
during the year ending May 1 was but a trifle 
more than two-thirds the average, or normal, 
as determed by observations for from seven to 
eighteen years at the different stations. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The condition of Winter 
wheat has advanced from 94 to 96; of rye from 
93.9 to 96.5. The general average of Winter barley. 
1m SOG; ot Spring pasture, 96.6; of mowing lands, 


The Winter wheat of the Ohio Valley, while fully 
maintaining its April position, has had a scant sup- 
ply of meisiure, and fears of future decline of con- 
dition are entertained in caseof a continued de- 
ficiency of rainfall On the Atlantic slope the 
recent heavy rains have obviated the effects of pre- 
vious deficiency. The plantis generally green and 
flourishing, but has not tilled weil in localities in- 
clining to dryness. High condition is reported in 
the South, though rast has appeared upon the 
wheut blades in some fields. The percentages of 
condition of States of principal grogneee are: 
Ohio, 90; Michigan, 92; Indiana, 95; Illinois, 98; 
Missouri, 98; Kansas, 98; Texas, 88. Inthe Kaat, 
New-York and Pennsylvania average 26 and Mary- 
land and Virginia 98. Chinch bugs are reported in 
Missouri and Kansas, and in some instanees vlse- 
where without yd indication of serious injury. 

Spring plowing is much further advanced than on 
May 1 of last year. The percentage of plowing in 
preparing the seed bed and planting Spring crops, 
notinclusive of after oultivation, which had al- 
ready been done, is 83.6 5 cent,, leaving one-sixth 
to be done in May and June, mainly in Northern 
latitudes. Last year the percentage was 74.6. The 
average of a series of recent years has been about 

7. This season is therefore unusually early. In 
some cases correspondents speak of delays from 
heavy rains, from Jabor of replanting, and other 
causes, preventing still further advancement. 





THE OCHARLESTON’S HORSE POWER. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 10.—The United 
States crulser Charleston will put to sea early 
this morning. The naval engineers have been 
working with results shown by the cards taken 
during the downward passage from San Fran- 
ciseo to demonstrate the horsé power devel- 
eped. The maximum horse power shown was 
about 3,000, under which iImpaise the 
ship was driven at a speed exceed- 
ing fourteen knots. The problem now 
is to attain the 7,000 horse power de- 
sired by the Government, which will probably 
be solved during the cruise entered upon to- 
day, providing the engines will behave as well 
as during the twenty-three hours preceding her 
arrival here. lf the cruiser does not meet ex- 
pectations to-day, and it is found necessary 
after making the morning start to subject the 
engein to a still longer test in orderto enable 
them to drop into easy working condition, the 
cruise will be extended over to-day. For that 
purpose the four-hour test will not occur until 
Saturday. 

The comparisons made of the cruiser’s run 
Wednesday with results made by the fast Japan- 
ese eruisers of the same type are said to be in 
favor of the Charieston. Up to the point at- 
tempted in developing her horse power the 
Japanese cruiser Tacachito Kan, which is a pro- 
totype of the Charleston, in making 72 
revolutions of her propeller in Yeddo Harbor de- 
veloped 1,349 horse power and a speed of 11 
and 53-100 knots, while the engines of the 
Charleston with 70 revolutions developed 1,419 
horse power and drove her ata speed exceeding 
15 knots. 


MR. RENWICK’S CLAIM FOR DAMAGES. 

The appeal of James Renwick, the archi- 
tect, from the order appointing Commission- 
ers to estimate the damage caused by the 
elevated roads to certain property, came up 


yesterday to be heard before the General Term 
‘of the Supreme Court, when it was announced 
by counsel that the appeal had been settled and 
discontinued. The property affected is Mr. 
Renwick’s property on Third-avenue, near Sev- 
enty-sixth-street, in regard to which hearings 
were had before the Commissioners during a 
period of about six weeks, although they have 
hot yet decided the amount of damages. Mr. 
William G. Peckham, counsel for Mr. Renwick, 
had strenuonsly objected to having the damages 
settied by commission. : 

By the arrangement made to avoid argu- 
ing the appeal, Mr. Renwick’s costs and dis- 
bursements before the commission and certain 
expenses are to be repaid by the elevated rail- 
road company, and the case will go on in court 
instead oi before the commission.

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VIEWS OF BUSINESS MEN 


RAILROAD METHODS 
NEED AMENDMENT. 
THE SENATE INTER-STATE COMMITTEE 
ADJOURNS UNTIL JULY—CANADIAN 

ROADS WILL NOT BE SHUT OUT. 
The last session of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Committee of the United States Senate, 
until July 5, was held yesterday, and was full 
of interest. Railroad men, American and Cana- 
dian, had given their opinion of the law sup- 
posed to govern their acts and of each other. 
The commercial interests came to the front 
yesterday, and were represented by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Produee Exchange. 
Charles 8. Smith, formerly of the firm of Smith, 
Hoge & Gardner of this city and Boston, spoke 
for the Uhamber of Commerce, of which he is 
President. Senator Culiom said he supposed 
Mr. Smith knew the object of the committee’s 
session, and asked him for his views, which Mr. 
Smith gave promptly and coneisely. J. H. Her- 
rick, ex-President of the Produce Exchange, 
appeared for that body, and gave the American 
roads more hard knocks than he administered 
to the Canadian lines. John D. Kernan gave 
an illustration of a man who thoroughly ander- 
stood his subject, and was able to s0 express 
himseif as to make that subject—intricate as it 
is—plain enough to be understood by all who 


listened to him. Mr. Kernan is an ex-Railroad 
Com missioner of New-York State, and is counsel 
for the Produce Exchange, so that he was well 
equipped for the fray. 

Mr. Smith was the first witness. He said: 
“Tne Chamber of Commerce are of the opinion 
that the inter-State commerce law and its oper- 
atious are of great public service. I believe as 
the author of that bill we are indebted to you, 
Mr. Chairman, and to Mr. Reagan, and other

members of your committee. We sonsider it of - 


great public utility that we have Dad this public 
discussion by men so well versed in the rail- 
road problem. We are of the opinion that the 
laws governing the Inter-State mmission are 
Capable of wise revision and amendment. I 
will endeavor to give a few suggestions, but, 
lirst, afew facts. You are aware that fora 
quarter of a century the rallroad corporations 
controlled our State Legislatures and the mak- 
ing of laws concerning railroads. No law was 
passed in New-York they did not approve 
of. They were a law to themselves. 
Teun or twelve years ago there was a conflict 
here between the trunk lines. There was great 
indignation among merchants and shippers. 
For three weeks New-York shippers could not 
send West without paying adiserimination of 20 
cents above Boston and Portiand. The Chamber 
of Commerce asked for a legislative investiga- 
tion. The committee that war appointed was 
of great value. It supplied information that 
answered as a baeis tor railroad legisiation 
throughout the country. Another result of the 
committee’s work was the appointment of a 
Railroad Commission in New-York State, Its 
work was so satisfactory that New-York 
Inarkets Were prejudiced in favor of the Iuter- 
State Commerce bill from the start. 

**OQue Senator asked the Chamber of Com- 
meree te consider the questions involved in the 
bili ana to transmit the result The Chamber 
appointed a eommitiee to examine the bill It 
thought the long and short haul ciause would 
have w tendency to decrease the export trade 
and the trade to the West and to lessen the 
value of farming lands.

The price must be 
elastic on account of the competition with 
jnadia and Russisz. The baiance of trade with 
ali toreixn countries in 1877 was $151,000,000 
in ourfavor. In 1879 it was $264,000,000. 
Since 188lit hus been steadily reduced. In 
1887 it was only $23,000,000 in our favor, and 
in 1388 the balance was against us to the ex- 
tent of $28,000,000, I don’t claim that all this 
is the fault of the long and short haul clause in 
the law, but uniess amended it will affect such 
trade. if youde not recommend some change 
in the export of produce our trade will be 
dumaged to the advantage of Russia and India. 

**Now, a8 to pooiiag. ‘the Chamber of Com- 
merce hever considered it an unmitigated evil 
it had its good and bad sides. The operation of 
pooling tended to decrease discrimination 
azuiuet individuals and localities. It secured 
xTreater unilormity of rates. It was an advan- 
tage to a suipper to be able to taik to Mr. Fink 
instead of ali the trunk line officials in the city. 
But it bad its disadvantages. It was under the 
absolute controi ef the railroads. There was 
no one to Gail them io account, and they were 
arbitrary at times. lf insome manhner you could 
see & Way by Which you could recugnize pooling 
in some degree aud put it under the restrictions 
of the inter-state Commerce Con mission Iam 
sure Lhe disadvaDtages of the pooling system 
could be done away with and its advantages 
made available. 

“When the law was fermed it was tentative. 
We thoughtno committee could form a bill that 
was not amendabie. I hope the points indicated 
Will be worthy of considération. I don’t be- 
lieve the law is obeyed literally or haif way by 
the railroads. A prominent railroad ollicial 
said to me the Other day that he had seen it vio- 
jated every twenty-iour hours. ‘he railroads 
do not believe in each other. One man does not 
velieve any other man will keep his agreement. 
There is little belief, either by tue publie or the 
railroads, that the law is obeyed. 

“A few words about the Oanadian lines. 
Vo New-York they have been of no great ad- 
Vantage. “hey have been of great advantage 
to the East and West. There are a great many 
inills in the Kast, at York, Saco, Biddetord, &ec., 
which Gan ship goods by the Canadian lines to 
China as cheap as or Cheaper thau they can be 
shipped trom New-York or Boston. It would be 
w# misfortune to cut olf the Canadian lines*frum 
this field. if you shoulado anything of the sort 
with them our Western friends would have to 
pay 50 per cent. more freight. I agree with 
Goidwin Smitu and Krastus Wiman that com- 
mercial union aud fair reciprocity are good 
things to have, andif Canada would assimilate 
her variifs with ours I should be glad to see as 
free trade between the United States and Cana- 
da as between New-Yorg and Lilinois, [ think it 
leoms up in the far-distant future and will bo 
an advantage to uliof us. Some fault is to be 
found with them. My late firm shipped last 
year $2,000,000 of goods to Culna and Japan 
Bod Ked Sea ports. Lvery bale was shipped by 
the Canadian Pacitic and by English steam- 
ships, unable toslip any other way. That is 
true of six or sevea millions more of the prod- 
uct of Eastern and Southern mills. I am told 
that 90 or 95 per cent. of such business goes 
that way. There must be some good reason. 
You can’t make sucb diversion from former 
methods without sume good reason, and it must 
be a pecuniary one. I have no proof of rebates, 
but there must be some great inducement for 
such diversion. i consider it unfair to American 
roads lo permit Canadian lines to carry business 
from American polnts to American points in 
competition with the former unless they sub- 
mit te the same restrictions. Canadian roads 
are gotiiug @ much larger percentage of traftic 
than formerly. 

Senator Cullom—How would those cotton 
gocda got 

Mr. Sfaith—They are loaded in cars at Lowell 
or Biadeford aud go over the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific to Vancouver. Can find out 
the exact rates. The oharges would doubtless 
be exactly the same. If there were rebates 
they would not be likely to say so. The rates 
would be given through from the starting point 
to final destination. 

Senator Reagan—Would it de forthe roads te 
carry goods for export to the seaboard for less 
than the cost of transportation t 

Mr. Smith— Yes. It seems to me the lesser of two 
evils. Tie export trade is a small proportion 
of the tratiic. Itisto the great advantage of 
the West to foster and keep moving the export 
trade, ‘ 

Senator Harris—Do you mean te say you 
weuld favor the publication of two through 
rates? z 

Mr. Smith—Yes, one to the seabuard and one 
for through export trade. It would not, in the 
abstract, be just to Dome merchants to have 
such traffic carried for iess than home business, 
but to do so wouid be better than utter stagna- 
tion. Idonot say that the decrease in our ex- 
port trade is due extirely to the ieng and sbort 
oeul clause. Unless we make extraordinary 
exertions we shall not be able to compete with 
some foreign countries. If railroads were cap- 
italized at the actual cost they might be able to 
carry freight for a half centa mile. They give 
low rates Dow Decause rates are low. Let trade 
revive and rates will atiten, The clause cover- 
ing this puint is eiaetio, Opinions regarding 
reasonable rates differ. We must allow others 
to do the cacryizg trade nolsas we subsidise 
steamehip jines as Mngiand dees, When I frst 
crossed the coean English stanmers got $15,000 
around trip. There is not an American eteam- 
ship on the North Atlantic running to a Euro- 
pean porv. It ls only within a year that the 
Asiatic trade going that way ben boca diverted 
to Canadian tines. 

The Produce Exchange followed the Chamber 
of Cemmerce. It was represeuted by J. H. Her- 
rick, Chairman ef the Interstate Oommerce 
Committee. Before the inter-State commerce 
law was passed, Mr. Herrick said, pooling 
Was customary and goneral discriminations 
were wost fiagrant. sSinee the law was 
enacted the condition of merchants and ship- 
vers had been greatiyimproved. ‘ We felt,” he 
continued, *‘ prior to its amendment that its 
principal fault layin the insufticiency of its 
penalties, The railroads have adopted another 
und & disastrous system. They give cheaper 
export than seaboard rates. hile they make 
a «rain rate to New-York ef 33 cents, they oar- 
Ty it to Liverpool for 19 cents, Ibis system of 
Giseriminatien against the seaboard bas the ef- 
fect of destroying suek trade in New-York. The 
argument ja made that oheap export rates must 
be made to compete with fereign markets. Such 
a ayetem affects the priee st bume and abroad. 

“The ralirosds seem willing to give obser- 
vance to the law tf the long and short haul and 
pooling cleuses are amendea. It seems as if the 
railreads want to have sbrogated what the pub- 
lic wauts tc keep. now discriminate 
against the seaboard, yet, unless we change our 
expensive system ef farming and raise denubdle 
the crops to the gore that they doin England, we 
eoun won't have any Daturai products for ex- 
port. 

Senator Cuiiom—How would you regulate 
those rvads 7 

Herriok—1 am oot sure the railroads 
can be kept in order without stricter 
Government supervision, Minneseta flour 
was iu Lendem last year shan in 


New-York. I bave known flour to be taken 
te Engiand and carried back here and 
sold at a profit. This was done in the Winter. 
There was a difference of 30 cente a barrel in 
favor of London. Less money can be made out 
of grain for export than out of almostany other 
artiole. In time, as I said, there will be no 
grain for export on account of an expensive 
system of farming. The crop of 1888 only gave 
about fifty million bushels for export. It was a 
poor year. the inter-8tate law were enfor 

‘we would want no better. It is not the rate of 
freight to which New- York objects, but it wants 
better rates than buyers in England can get. 
Prices are as low now as any one could wish. 
Years ago I paid 50 cents a bushel to get grain 
here from the West.

William H. Ammidown, well known in busi- 
ness circles and Obairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Commerce of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, said he was willing to indorse the state- 
ments made by Mr. Smith. The American peo- 
ple only wanted fair treatment between their 
own aba Canadian roads, He did not believe 
the American people would stand unfavorable 
legislation toward Canadian roads. American 
foreign commerce wasadrop in the bucket. 
The commerce that needed protection prinoi- 
pally was home eommerce. The export of raw 
material in the United States was growing 
smaller andof manufactures growing larger. 
Internal commerce should be fostered, and all 
the legislation that was needed so far as Cana- 
dian roads were concerned was to prevent them 
doing such commerce any damage. This com- 
mittee should remove all obstacles to compe- 
tition, so that freights may be lowered to the 
lowest possible tiguré. I would be opposed to 
pooling except under such restrictions as would 

revent it from interfering with competition, 
but I do not know how it is to be done. 

The next witness was John D. Kernan, ex- 
Railroad Commissioner of this State. He 
thought tho time had not arrived for further 
legisiation except in one, perhaps two, respects. 
One was the long and short haul elause; the 
other was the possible attitude of Canadian 
roads. Mr. Kernan read trom THE TIMES a let- 
ter he had written to the paper not long ago to 
show that the men who made the law went fur- 
ther than they had intended. There was much 
injustice done under the pooling system, but it 
did much to maintain uniformity and stability 
of rates. The people, however, were not read 
to have the Inter-State commerce Jaw modified. 
Pooling, no matter how sugar-coated 16 might 
be, the people did not want to lexal- 
ize. A pool was _a giané almost im pos- 
sible to control. He illustrated the difti- 
culty. Three roads ran through a district and 
the freight rate from point to peint was 14 
cents. The three roads formed a pool. The 
roads at once put up the rate tol5 cents. The 
road that did the work was paid 6 cents. The 
remaining 9 cents was divided equally among 
the three roads. The present law was intended 
to give railroads all the legitimate advantages 
of a pool. It might not do so, but the law was 
too young to have had an opportunity of fairly 
demonstrating its ability to do away witn old 
evils. Pooling shoula not be legalizea. The 
long and short haul clause should not be modi- 
fied. When the railroad situation became des- 
perate the railroad Presidents met in this city, 
and as the best method of benefiting their prop- 
erties they ordered their employes to obey the 
law. He Ddelieved American “roads could 
live by keeping their local rates within 
their through rate, while Canadian roads 
would starve in sacrificing through rates 
to the disadvantage of lecal shippers. 
Foreign roads doing American business should 
be placed under the same laws governing 
American lines. It had not been practically 
determined by any court how far the provisions 
of the law went. He thought the substantial 
provisions of the law applied to Canadian 
roads. The question of the relation of the law 
to export trade had been considered by him as 
counsel for the Produce Exchange. <A year ago 
roads were carrying grain for export from Chi- 
cago for 15 cents and recouping at the expense 
of the home market, the seaboard rate being 30 
cents. At the same time steamers could be eb- 
tained to carry grain for from 2 to 3 cents a 
bushel. The arrangement, however, had been 
made between the railroads and certain steam- 
ship companies. Between the reguiar ocean 
and the tfifteen-cent ocean rate there was a vast 
difference. It was put intoafund. This fund 
was distributed in rebates, and was 80 managed 
that it was outside the interference of the law. 
It was not public policy to permit such a prac- 
tice to continues. ‘ 

The last witness: of the day was Josiah D. 
White, a retired merchant who would like to be 
@ member of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mittee, and who had attended every session of 
the committee and gave it more puints than it 
seemed to have any use for. His first salute 
from the committee wasastrong hint that the 
less he talked the better his Senatorial listeners 
would like it. He read from manuscript to 

rove that George Washington was the first 
Peactdans of the first transportation committee 
ever organized in the United States. Then he 
talked and taiked while all the Senators but 
Chairman Cullom looked at their watobes, got 
up and walked around or fled from the room. 
Finally Mr. White saw that his time had come 
and he concluded with a promise to send the 
committee any little bits of information that 
he might pick up during the Summer. 

The committee then adjourned, to meet at 
Boston July 5. } 

To a Timus reporter Senator Cullom said that 
he and his colleagues were very well satistied 
with the information they had gathered. Tne 
committee was ona tour of investigation. It 
was not likely that the inter-State commerce 
law wouid be soon amended at the instanee of 
the committee, fer the latter felt that the facts 
it had gathered and would gather were to be 
used rather for guidance when further legisla- 
tion was asked forratherthan as a basis. for 
further legislation. The weight of opinions, so 
far, had been in favor of giving the law time to 
ptove its efficiency. There was no thought of 
shutting out the Canadian roads, at any rate. 
More pacifie measures would probably answer 
all purposes. Before the committee finished its 
labors it would obtain a fair conception of 
public feeling on the question atissue in tbe. 
chief centres of the country.

FISHING NEAR AT HAND 


STRIPED BASS CAUGHT WITH- 
IN ZTHH OLTY LIMITS. | 
SUNNY WEATHER BRINGS IN THE FISH 
AND THE ANGLER REJOICES AT A 
=“ PROSPECT OF GOOD SPORT. 

The Spring run of striped bass, as the fish 
is called among the local anglers, struck the 
‘town last Sunday and has, maintained itself 
fairly well since. The warm weather of the 
week was a boon to the fishermen. It stirrea 
up the bass into good biting humor and made 
the sport agreeable. 

Along the Hudson River, in the neighborhood 
of One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street, was 
the visiting place of the voracious fish. There 
is a reef of rocks ashort distance from shore 
along the river atthis point, and it is among 
these rocks thatthe bass are fond of nosing 
about in search of sandworms and other wor- 
sels of lower life that inhabit such places. But 
the **run” was not confined to this one point 
It reached up as far as Sing Sing and crossed 
over to the Palisade side of the river. 

At One Hundred and Twonty-fifth-street boys 
even catch the bass from the dock, but it 1 bet- 
ter te go cutin a rowboat a little further off 
shore. At Fort Washington Thomas J. Murrey 
was one of the Jucky ones, aud secured a nice 
seven-and-a-half-pound fish, A newspaper man, 
well known for nis successful piscatorial accom- 
plishments, also safely landed a seven-pounder, 
which, as Inspeetor Steers observed, was as 
neat & bass a8 was ever taken from the Hudson 


as regards proportions and condition, and In- 
spector Steers is as geod an authority on base 
as he is on the management of a tie-up. Two 
other five-pound fish were caught as well as 
Smaller ones on the same tide. : 

Every day during the week bass are reported 
to have been caught, and trom the manner in 
which lines have parted the belief that tinny 
patriarchs have been about is worthy of consid- 
eration. That there are plenty of bass in the 
river is apparent from the quantities taken in 
neta. 

The record in size was broken at Peokskill 
when one Weighing seventy pounds was taken. 
Experts do not remember a bass of that size 
ever having been cuught in the Hudson before. 
The mouster was cut up into steaks apa pretty 
much the whole town dined on bass. The fish 
tasted good, but the smaller ones make the best 
eating. 

How long the bass will remain, or, rather, 
how long he will bite freely, no one can tell, for 
there is not a more uncertain fishin the river. 
It is a bis, bit of luck to strike them in a feeding 
mood, and the angier whe fails to se6eeure one 
may not feel thatit is owing to poor skill on 
his part, Some fishing Wiseacres elaim that as 
long a8 the moon remains im one quarter the 
bass will continue to bite, Perhaps a better 
rule is to consider the weather. The fish are 
more apt to bite till there comes a change, 
either a big windstorm tbat raises the water 
into big waves, or asudden drop iu the tem- 
perature. 

To those who wish totry the bass the recom- 
mendation is made to go with the firm idea of 
giving them a fair trial, and not to indulge in 
too bigh expectations. The tide does not neces- 
sarily make a difference, but the flood is con- 
sidered good in that section of the river. The 
late afternoon fishermen will catch this tide 
tor the next two days. It is advisabie 
to take strong tackle in case a patriaren is lurk 
ing among the rocks. Bamboo rods of two er 
three joints are the proper thing for amateurs. 
The expert may manage the tish on his seven- 
ounce trout rod. A ieader well tried is used 
and # good-sized regulation bass hook. Plenty 
of line should encirele the reel. If a big fish 
takes hold there should not be too much haste 
in trying to land him, Let him run and enjoy 
his dashes and lightning tripa, and at the same 
time keep a taut line. Puff on your pipe or 
cigur or sing a LDymn, and let him play, rejoicing 
in the knowledge that he is tiring himself out 
all the time be is giving you the pleasure, p 

A big sandworm is good bait. Sometimes a 
piece of erab is killing, and if two hooks are 
used in fishing, a shrimp should be placed on 
the upper hook. A sinker just heavy enough to 
sink the line properly 1s necessary if the fish 
are down a little from the surface. There have 
also been some bass caught at Bediow’s laland, 
but not in any large quantities. 

As the flounders and tomoods grow searce, 
other denizens of the deep Gome in to take their 
piaces. Sea bass have arrived in Jamaica Kay. 
Lhey are caught in pretty much the same way 
as the flounder, and are as good, if not better, 
eating. They like to gather about an old wreck, 
and no better fishing place can be found for 
them. The seashore fisbermen will often catch 
big fellows of several pounds weight right in 
the surf from beneath the wreckage of an old 
hulk or ocean vessel. The sea bass that run 
into the bays and up the rivers are of course 
smaller, but are a pretty fish to catch. 

Blackfish are also being taken 1n some quan- 
tities. Crabs and shrimps are their favorite 
food, They are generalin their haunts, and are 
always tound more or less in the flats off Staten 
Island and down by the Narrows, Another tish 
to appear early is the kingtish. The Southside 
netmen are making good hauls, and they may 
be expeeted to bite freely any day now. Weak- 
fish will soon folluw, as an early season brings 
each species in regular order before they are 
expected. 

orth River salmon are still being taken in 
nets. An expert could undoubtedly, by using 
@ little patience, get asalmon ona fly at Troy, 
but no one seems to have tried. It is necessary 
that fishways be built at Mechanicsville and on 
the upper Harlem in order that the salmon may 
Treaeh spawning beds. There is a bill before the 
Legislature for the relief of the salmon, but it 
gets little attention. Indeed, anglers and those 
interested in fish culture, are tired of the little 
heed that is given at Albany to fish interests. 

At Bangor the salmon iishing proved a suc- 
cess, because the salmon were looked out for. 
Fishermen preparing to go there have been de- 
layed this week owing tothe breaking of a 
dam, which has stirred things in the river won- 
derfully. 

Mr. Wakeman Holberton has just completed a 
fine oil painting of the Idahw biack-spotted 
trout, aud the Dolly Varden variety tound in 
the headwaters of the Columbia River. They 
are a beautiful fish, the coloring of the bodies of 
the black-spotted variety being a pretty rose 
color, varying in shade. The back is of a neu- 
tral tint, with the fine black dots sprinkled in 
profusion. The Dolly Varden tishis oi beauti- 
ful proportions and with regular red spots. They 
were painted froia studies of live fish caught 
by Mr. Holberton and his party 1n the West. 
The picture hus been seen by Many trout anglers 
at Apbey & Imbries’s place on Vesey-street, but 
will be sent.on to Washington to the United 
States Fish Commissioners this afternoon. Mr. 
Holberton believes that the so-called black- 
spotted trout ure the young of the steel-headed 
salmon. 

Trout fishing in Pennsylvania and the Forest 
Preserve has been excellent. A party at the 
Saranac lakes during the centennial week, not- 
withstanding bad weather, caught brook trout 
as heavy as two anda half pounds, and a num- 
ber of fine lake trout. The ice is now neariy all 
out in the Adirondacks,

The Committee on Finance were authorized 
to ask the banks and bankers to open subscrip- 
tion books for the fund. Treasurer William 
Rhinelander Stewart was added to the Finance 
Committee, and the question of the means and 
method to be pursued in raising the necessary 
fund was left to that committee with power to 
act.

REVISING EXOISH LAWS. 


A LETTER TO GOV. HILL FROM A COM- 
MITTEE ON HIGH LICENSE. 

Recognizing the fact that-Gov. Hill, in a 
message to the Legislature, Mareh 16, 1888, 
called attention to the necessity of a therough 
revision and amendment of the excise laws of 
the State, and recommended the passage of a 
bill providing fer a commission to report-to the 
Legislature of 1889 a revised excise law, the 
Joint Committee on High License, through its 
Chairman, Dorman B. Eaton, has written 4 
letter to the Governor presenting many reasons 


why be should sign Assembly bill No. 886, the 
result of the committee’s labors. 

The joint committee represents the Chureh 
Temperance Society, the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, and the Citizens’ Committes 
on High License. He is reminded that in his 
message to the Legislature he characterized the 
existing laws as ‘‘s0 obscure and so conflicting 
that even the most experienced compliers of eur 
atatutes have been, with all their learning, ut- 
terly unable te reconcile these jaws ard to en- 
lighten the people fer whose guidance such en- 
actments were made,” and that he expressed 
the opinion that ‘‘the time has arrived when 
this whole subject should be veperoustt, oare- 
tully, exhaustively, and effeetively considered,” 
and recemmended the appointing of a commis- 
sion to report “a revised excise law broad in 
its scope, complete in its details, and compre- 
hensive in its application.” 

The eommittee believes that, appointed om the 
lines of Gov. Hill’s recommendation, it has 
performed its important duties in a thor- 
ough and conscientious manner, and with 
a spirit of entire fairness. Copies of the bili as 
originally introduced, also of the majority and 
minority reports of the commission, are sub- 
mitted to the Governor, and he is asked te make 
@ comparison with the present bill. The com- 
mittee balieves that the needs expressed in the 
message have been very fully met. The bill ia 
recommended as applying to the whole State 
and to every town and city with impartial- 
ity, as being complete in providing a harmoni- 
ous system and all the machinery, modeled on 
that now In existence, for its operation, and as 
formulating the existing system, rather than 
making aradieal changein the excise law. It 
will be found, the committee believes, that the 
amended bill and the original are the same in 
general character and scope. In compliance 
with the committee’s suggestion, a section pre- 
pared by its Chairman repealing inconsistent 
acts has been added. 

While the committee does not pretend to 
claim perfection for its work, it considers that 
the bill offers in place of the present chaotic 
mass of statutes a complete and logical substi- 
tute, and under the eircumstances feels that 
“its ready acceptance, even by those who have 
heretofore opposed any excise reform, would 
seem inevitable.” Tn conclusion, it is suggested 
to the Governor that he has an opportunity of 
satisfying, to a great extent, the demands made 
by the people of the State. 


GILEOY MAKES 


BUT IN ONE INSTANCE HE MAKES A 
MISTAKE AND HAS TO BACK DOWN. 
Cemmissiener Gilroy lifted his official 

axe a few times yesterday, and every time it 

came down, except once, a County Democrat’s 
head fell, That once was when he attempted 
to decapitate Martin J. Keese, who for eight 
years has been the janitor of the City Hall 
Mr. Keese’s political neck is proof against the 
sharpest and most fiercely-wielded Tammany 
axe, forit is protected by a statute passed by 
the Legislature in 1888, which says that no 
city or county official in this State holding an 
appointive position who is an honorably-dis- 
charged soldier, sailor, or marine of the Union 
forces shall be removed except for cause, 


Mr. Keese was one 
of Ellsworth’s Zouaves, and was so badly 
wounded at the battle ef Bull Run that he had 
to be diseharged from the service. Heis a 
mewber of Farnbam Post of the Grand Army. 

Philip V. Walsh was named to be Mr. Keese’s 
successor; his Commission was given to him, 
and he eame over to the City Hall withit. But 
it did not avail against Mr. Keese’s armor of 
proof, and the Tammany men, finding they had 
made @ mistake in trying to turn a wounded 
Union soldier out of effice, tried to make out 
that they had never intended any such thing. 

Edward Ciarkson, the janitor of the Court 
House, went out incontinently. Alderman Pat- 
rick Divver’s follower, John Feeney, has Mr. 
Clarkson’s place. These janiterships pay a sal- 
ary of $1,200 a year and give comfortable 
quarters in the tep of each building fer house- 
Keeping. 

The other changes in the Department of Pub- 
lic Works were Thomas Holahan, messenger in 
the Commissioner’s office, who was replaced by 
John Gavigan, a Tammany man of the Twenty- 
third District; Alexander Busby, taker down of 
electric poles and wires, replaced by Patrick 
Corrigan; Jason Mills, Sewer Inspector, re- 
placed by a Tammany man, Thomas Collum of 
the Thirteenth District, and Inspector of Stand- 
ard Gas Mains Routh replaced by Martin J.

The school ship St. Mary’s will start at 10 
o’clock this morning on her annual cruise, Last 
evening when the order * Visitors ashore!” en- 
forced a parting between the boys and many of 
their friends there were 98 of the sailor lads 6n 
board, but 12 more were expected to arrive this 
morning. Of the 110 boys 70 are of the first 
year, who will have their first taste of life on 


the ocean between now and next October; the 
remainder are second-year boys, who laugh at 
the idea of seasickness, and whose only bug- 
bear in conneetion with the voyage is that they 
will in a day or two have to begin the study of 
navigation. 

The St. Mary’s will sail from here by way of 
the Sound to Newport, where she is due to stay 
ten days.

Any of them who may have an abnormal pre- 
dispesition to seasicokness generally find it out 
between here and Newport, and if they feel 
that the ocean trip is more than they ean en- 
dure, and Commander Orowninshield, fortitied 
by Dr. Whittaker’s diagnosis, shares their opin- 
ion, they are allowed to abandon a marine 
career and return home. Very few cases of this 
kind have occurred sinee the school was estab- 
lished. 

Frem Newport the ship sails to Horta, some- 
times incorrectly called Fayal, in the Azores; 
thence to Funchal, Madeira Islands, and finally 
to Cadiz, Spain. The run home will be made 
about the middle of August, and the finishing 
touches to the second-year boys’ nautical edu- 
eation will be put in during the Sound cruise, 
which lasts during September and October.

DYNAMITE GUNS. 


CONTRACTS FOR FORMIDABLE ORD- 
NANCE TO PROTECT THE HARBOR. 
The contract for making the five new 

fifteen-inch dynamite guns has been awarded 

to the West Foundry, at Cold Spring, N. Y. The 
contract calls for the delivering of the guns 
seven months hence. It will be remembered 
that the Pneumatic Dynamite Gan Company 
secured an order from the United States Gov- 
ernment for seven dynamite guns, to be divided 
between New-York and Boston Harbors. At 
the time the order was issued the Pneumatic 

Gun Company had on hand two guns, one of 

eight-inch calibre (the gun used in the destruc- 

tion of the schooner Silliman) and a fifteen-inch 


gun, with 40 feet‘length of bore. The latter 
un had originally been intended for the 
talian Government, but for some reason it was 
offered to the United States. It 1s the same 
piece that was used in the experiments of last 
January and February at Fort Lafayette. @-°~1 

Both the eight-inch and fifteen-inch gun will 
constitute apart of the battery intended for 
New-Yerk Harbor, and will be mounted at San- 
dy Hook, it is expected, inside of tnirty days. 
The plot of ground to be occupied by them has 
not yet been laid eut, but it will be as soon as 
the War Department receives from the pnen- 
matic gun people plane anddrawings showing 
how much space will be necessary. 

Work still continues on the mechanism of the 
gups fer the Vesuvius. The Pneumatic Gun 
Company is making an offort to.shorten the 
“*wait’ between the time when the order * Fire !” 
is given to the actual commencement of the 
flight of the projectile. [tis said that this time 
is becoming gradually narrowed down as the 
experimenting progresses, and from the twenty- 
inch pull once required en the air lever, there 
isuow buta three-inch pull, Those who have 
witnessed the firing of the dynamite gun will 
recall that when the lever was first thrown 
back there ensued a hissing sound, followed 
some seconds later by the repert of the piece 
and the flignt of the projectile. It is with the 
endeavor to have the projectile leave the gun 
the moment the word “Fire!” is given that the 
gun company bas been deferring from time to 
time the date of the official trial. 

The appropriation made by Congress for the 
building of another dynamite cruiser is being 
withheld until the Vesuvius is finally accepted, 
It is said that the new cruiser will carry two 
dynamite guns inatead of three as carried on 
the Vesuvius. One of these guns will be 
mounted forward and the other aft. 

There is some talk of Capt. Zalinski going 
abroad as military attaché toone of the United 
States legations on the Continent. It is not 


*stated to which capital Capt. Zalinski desires

CHINESE CHESS. 





AN ANCIENT GAME WHICH IS SKILLFULLY 
PLAYED IN MOTT-STRERT. 

New-Yorkers, with a great chess tourna- 
ment going on in their city, think a great deal 
of the skill of the players, all of whom have 
made world-wide reputations in the game; but 
their claims sink into insignificance before the 
merits of certain Mott-street players. In one 
of the dingy Chinese shanties chess playing is 
@ favorite game, and considerable money 
changes hands overthe table. The place is 
fitted up handsomely for a Chinaman’s quarters, 
and the ehess table is a rare bit of Chinese carv- 
ing and painting. 

The Chinese game of chess ia very ancient, for 
Wu Wang invented it in 1120 B. C,, but its 


rules of playing are very different from those 
used by Western nations. [In the playroom a 
large tableis erected, the surface of which is 
divided into seventy-two squares, of which 
eight are run together te form a river, leaving 
thirty-two on each side; but as the men stand 
on the intersection of the lines there are 
ninety positions for the sixteen pieces 
used by each player, or twenty-six more 
than is used in the European game, The 
Pieces are like checker men in shape, eueh 
of the seven kinds on each side having its name 
cut on top, and distinguished by red or black 
colors. The four squares near 6ach edge form 
the headquarters of the /siagor ** general,” out 
of which he and his two sz, or “secretaries,” 
cannot move. On each side of the headquarters 
are two elephants, two horses, and two char- 
lots, whose powers are less than those of our 
bishop, knignt, and castle, though similar. The 
chariot is the most powerful piece. In front of 
the horses stand two cannoneers, which capt- 
ure like our knights but move like our castles. 
Five pao, soldiers, or pawns, guard the river 
banks, but cannot return when once goross it 
in pursuit of the enemy, and get no higher value 
wheu they reach the last row. Each piece is 
put down in the point where it captures its 
Man, except the cannoneers. As the general 
cannot be taken, the object of each player is 
to checkmate him in his headquarters by pre- 
venting him from moving exeept in check. The 
want ef a queen and the limited moves of the 
men restrict the combination in the Ohinese 
guine more than in Western chess, but it hae 
its own elements of skill. The Chinamen in 
Mott-street have had several tournaments 
which the papers did not report, as the one in 
whieh Blackburne and Mason are now engaged. 
But some of the players have attained an 
amount of skill that would put an American 
on his mettle to defeat. For mere than seven 
centuries chess has been a great game with the 
Chinese, and it is held in great respect in China 
and here. 





THE WELFARE OF THE FARMERS. 
The Reform Club of this city has begun 
to distribute letters among the farmers of the 
United States with the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not they are gaining in wealth and 
social influence er are receding. It was decided 
that the very best source for such information 
was the farmers themselves. After the answers 


to the set of questions sent out by the elubhave 
been received they will be carefully classified 
and prepared for publication in the various 
periodicals interested in the subject. Should 
the results of the inquiry warrant such a course 
the details of the information will be put in 
book form. 

There are seven inquiries asked, and these are 
to be published in various newspapers through 
the country, so that there will be little chanee 
that any of the intelligent farmers will be 
missed. The farmers are expected to reply 
directly to the Reform Club, 12 East Thirty- 
third-street. The questions are: 

“ Are the farmers in one’s particular locality as 
prosperous as they have been? 

“If so,to what de they owe their prosperity, and if 
not, to what is attributable the change, leaving out 
the consideration of sueh temporary causes as a bad 
crop year, considering only the social and political 
canses ¢ 

** Do farmers take more or less interest than for- 
merly in economic discussions? 

“What effect,does the tariff have on their condition? 

“ Willa bushel of wheat or corn buy as many nec- 
essarios of life as it did thirty years ago? 

** Have the farmers gained or lostisocial dignity as 
compared with other classes, 6uch as merchants and 
mechanics? 

“Do farmers’ sons show any less:willingness than 
formerly to become farmers? 

“If they do, why do they?”
